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TUESDAY  MORNING 

The  Sixty-first  Annual  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  opened 
in  the  High  School  Auditorium  on  Tuesday  morning,  December  12,  at  10:30 
o'clock.    Worthy   Master,    J.   A.    Boak,   presiding. 

The  Grange  opened  in  full  form  in  the  Sixth  Degree  and  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  Opening  Ceremony,  dropped  to  the  Fourth  Degree,  to  enable  delegates 
and  friends,  not  members  of  the  Sixth  Degree,  to  attend  the  session.. 

The  Worthy  Master  called  Worthy  Overseer  M.  A.  Spleen  to  preside, 
while  he  delivered  the  following  annual  address: 

MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

After  a  lapse  of  six  years  it  is  a  pleasure  to  again  address  you  from  the 
Master's  station,  for  which  I  feel  greatly  indebted  to  the  Patrons  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. I  would  be  ungrateful  if  I  did  not  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
loyal  support  we  have  received  from  every  section  of  the  State.  It  has  been 
impossible  to  comply  with  all  the  requests  for  help,  but  during  the  year  we  have 
tried  to  render  assistance .  in  every  section  of  the  state,  having  been  in  prac- 
tically every  county.  We  are  planning  to  go  to  the  counties  where  we  have 
been  the  least,  early  in  the  year. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  the  largest  farm  organization  in  the  State, 
is  again  assembled.  As  we  meet  we  represent  all  sections  of  the  State  and  all 
branches  of  agriculture,  the  first  and  greatest  of  occupations.  We  meet  in  a 
fraternal  manner  to  renew  old  acquaintances,  and  to  form  new  ones,  and  to  discuss 
operation. 

Forgetting  our  home  duties  for  a  few  days,  we  center  our  minds  on  the 
problems  that  confront  our  people  as  a  whole,  especially  those  who  are  engaged 
in  the  pursuits  of  agriculture  and  home-making.  While  we  had  hoped  for  a 
better  report,  yet  we  have  many  reasons  to  feel  encouraged.  Some  of  our 
Granger,  have  lost  members  while  others  have  gained,  and  if  it  were  not  for  the 
depression  we  feel  sure  that  the  latter  would  far  outnumber  the  former.  Where 
wo  have  experienced  a  loss  in  membership  it  has  been  on  account  of  inability 
to  pay  membership  dues.  Many  of  our  members  depend  on  the  public  works  for 
their  income  and  ar.  there  is  no  work  they  have  no  money,  and  some  are  receiv- 
ing aid  and   cannot  pay  dues. 

During  the  year  we  have  organized  two  Subordinate  and  five  Juvenile 
Granges;  and  reorganized  eight  Subordinate  Granges.  Since  the  close  of  the 
year   we   have   organized   one   new   Subordinate   Grange. 
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While  there  is  still  room  for  many  new  Granges,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
fields  where  Granges  are  organized  have  not  been  thoroughly  cultivated,  and  by 
thorough  cultivation  a  bumper  crop  of  new  members  can  be  secured.  But  before 
we  can  expect  an  ingathering  of  those  outside  our  Order,  we  must  get  more 
enthusiasm  among  our  present  members.  We  need  to  sell  the  Grange  to  many 
who  have  their  names  on  our  roll.  I  have  been  told  that  a  former  Master  of 
this  State  Grange,  in  speaking  to  a  Governor  of  this  State,  was  told  by  the  Gov- 
ernor that  he  was  a  Granger.  The  State  Master  replied,  ''Yes,  a  member  with- 
out the  pass."     Too  many  of  our  members  are  in  that  Governor's  class. 

We  hope  that  every  Grange  will  take  as  their  slogan  for  1934,  "Every 
member's  dues  paid  up  and  in  possession  of  the  pass."  It  is  important  that  we 
do  better  ritualistic  work,  develop  the  fraternal  side  of  the  Grange,  co-operate 
more  closely  and  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  so  that  better  service  may 
be  rendered  to  all.  Add  to  this,  ''Every  member  a  regular  attender,"  and  then 
we  will  not  need  to  worry  about  our  membership  or  ask  the  Granges  to  make  an 
increase.  Possibly  our  attendance  is  better  than  in  most  lodges,  but  we  must  not 
be  content  as  long  as  there  is  room  for  improvement. 

During  the  last  four  years  America  has  been  in  the  midst  of  the  most 
serious  economic  depression  known  to  mankind,  and  agriculture  has  been  in  such 
a  depression  for  the  last  twelve  years.  Not  until  it  began  to  hurt  industry  did 
they  think  of  agriculture,  and  now  some  are  beginning  to  realize  that  with  agri- 
culture in  distress  we  cannot  have  a  prosperous  country. 

During  the  last  eight  months  things  have  been  happening  so  rapidly  in 
Washington  that  to  express  one's  opinion  of  the  outcome  would  be  an  admis- 
sion of  one's  ignorance  when  the  authors  of  some  of  the  plans  being  tried  to 
restore  prosperity  make  statements  that  they  are  only  experimenting  and  do  not 
know  what  will  work.  We  hope  that  they  will  do  all  that  is  expected  of  them, 
but  think  that  it  is  time  that  we  cease  experimenting  and  get  down  to  "brass 
tacks".     Instead  of  so  much  theory  we  must  practice  more  of  the  fundamentals. 

Prohibition 

We  do  not  believe  that  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  will  do  all 
that  is  promised  in  the  way  of  sobriety,  temperance  and  the  abolishment  of 
crime.  But  since  repeal  is  an  established  fact,  and  ours  is  a  democratic  form  of 
government,  we  submit  to  the  will  of  the  majority.  A  year  ago  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange  declared,  "It  is  our  sense  that  the  legalization  of  the  sale 
of  spirituous  liquors  is  derogatory  to  the  best  interests  of  America,  but  in  the 
event  that  legalization  is  consummated  we  would  demand  such  regulatory  legis- 
lation as  would  prohibit  and  prevent  the  opportunity  of  making  one  cent  of 
private  profit  in  the  sale  of  such  liquors." 

Now  that  repeal  is  an  accomplished  fact,  we  can  neither  approve  nor  endorse 
any  measure  providing  for  the  sale  of  liquor,  beer,  or  wine,  and  must  oppose 
the  passage  of  legislation  that  does  not  prohibit  and  prevent  the  return  of  the 
saloon  or  speakeasy  in  any  guise.  We  cannot  sanction  the  sale  of  intoxicants, 
but  for  the  protection  of  human  life  and  property  we  must  seek  legislation  to 
give  us  the  strictest  control  and  the  limitation  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
including  the  heaviest  penalties  for  violators.  I  believe  that  we  should  devote 
our  time  and  attention  to  educating  our  people  to  the  virtues  of  temperance 
and  to  the  advantages  of  prohibition.  I  am  satisfied  that  we  have  the  fight 
of  our  fathers,   since  we  have   lost  what  they  and  we  had  fought  for. 

We  are  much  chagrined  that  our  Legislature  and  the  voters  of  some  sections 
of  the  state  have  legalized  sports  on  Sunday  afternoon.  We  are  told  that  it 
in  not  commercializing  the  Sabbath,  but  I  canot  see  the  difference,  since  an 
admission  is  charged.  T  cannot  think  that  God,  thirty-five  hundred  years  ago, 
when  He  told  Moses  to  "Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  and  keep  it  holy,"  meant 
to  do  so  by  playing  ball.  We  hear  much  about  the  "new  deal,"  "new  plan," 
"new  system,"  etc.,  but  I  think  what  America  needs  is  to  get  back  to  some  of  the

fundamentals  upon  which  the  country  was  founded  and  take  the  teachings  of 
the  lowly  Nazarene  as  the  basis  of  our  advancement.  God  is  still  on  his  throne 
and  we  are  his  subjects. 

Farm  Relief 

Washington  has  passed  some  Farm  Relief  measures,  which  if  not  abused 
should  help  agriculture.  Its  plans  for  refinancing  mortgages,  deferring  pay- 
ments, lower  rates  ot  interest,  and  provision  for  the  financing  of  crops  should 
all  be  beneficial  unless  the  debtor  forgets  that  there  is  a  pay  day.  In  the  plow- 
ing  down  of  cotton,  reducing  the  acreage  of  wheat,  the  annihiliation  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  brood  sows  and  six  hundred  thousand  pigs,  we  arc  not  as  much 
interested  as  we  are  to  prevent  legislation  to  appropriate  millions  to  build  more 
dams  for  the  reclamation  of   barren  waste  land. 

The  producers  of  dairy  products  have  been  playing  a  losing  game  in  sell- 
ing their  products  at  less  than  cost.  While  there  is  not  much  money  in  this, 
they  have  the  satisfaction  of  doing  a  big  business.  But  that  will  not  pay  taxes. 
Prompt  action  should  be  taken  that  the  man  and  the  cow  should  receive  at  least 
fifty  cents  out  of  the  consumer's  dollar.  We  await  with  keen  interest  the  re- 
port   of   our   Committees   on   Dairy    Interests. 

Milk 

As  we  assemble,  the  dairy  farms  of  Pennsylvania  face  a  condition  similar 
to  that  a  year  ago  with  respect  to  the  milk  markets.  Market  conditions  have 
improved  very  little,  and  the  situation  in  the  entire  milk  market  is  far  from 
satisfactory.  The  low  price  to  the  producer  has  been  brought  about  largely 
by  the  unscrupulous  dealer  or  his  financial  backer.  Nearly  all  of  the  reduction 
in  price  has  been  borne  by  the  producer,  during  the  present  year  and  this 
condition  has  left  the  dairymen  poverty  stricken  while  it  has  enriched  the  deal- 
ers We  have  come  to  the  time  when  legislation  must  be  passed  to  stabilize  the 
conditions  in  milk  production  and  milk  marketing,  so  that  the  parity  in  produc 
ers'  prices  will  conform  with  the  pre-war  milk  prices.  The  producers  must  share 
P  greater  degree  of  equity  in  the  fluid  markets  and  naturally  they  will  share 
in  their  burden  in  the  surplus  milk.  Some  sort  of  regulation  or  control  to 
benefit  the  producer  is  needed.  Such  legislation  must  necessarily  guard  against 
increased  milk  supplies  and  promote  greater  efficiency  in  distribution  to  the  end 
that  the  spread  between  the  prices  paid  by  the  consumers  and  the  prices  re- 
ceived by  the  producers   can  be  narrowed   for  the  benefit  of  both  producer  and 

consumer. 

Banking 

As  Congress  has  the  power  to  coin  money  and  regulate  the  value  thereof, 
we  are  interested  that  Congress  exercise  its  prerogative  in  the  latter  and  that  a 
dollar  shall  always  be  worth  a  dollar,  no  more  and  no  less. 

The  recent  banking  experience  in  our  country  ought  to  teach  us  a  lesson. 
While  the  bankers  told  us  to  save  and  start  a  saving  account  and  take  no  chances, 
they  have  taken  chances  beyond  limit  and  most  of  us  have  suffered  from  their 
gambling.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Grange  has  endorsed  the 
Federal  Depository  System.  This  would  put  all  loans  under  Federal  control  and 
would  prevent  the  private  banker  from  gambling  with  our  money.  We  are 
interested  that  such  legislation  should  be  enacted,  as  it  would  restore  confidence 
in   the  banks   and   prevent   hoarding. 

Transportation 

Much  has  been  said  about  over-production,  but  we  are  convinced  that  under- 
consumption  is  the  cause  of  our  distress  and  that  the  remedy  is  in  better  dis- 
tribution      If  the  cost  of  distribution  were  reduced  in  proportion  to  the  cost  ot 
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production,   our  consumption   would   keep   up   with  production.      In   many    cases 
shippers   charge   excessive   freight   rates,   and   this   apphes   to   both    railroads   and 
motor    distribution.      Both    trucking    rates    and    railroad    rates    must    be    reduced. 
When  we  think  of  our  highways  we  must  not  forget  that  they  were  built  to  serve 
the  people  in  a  business  way  as  well  as  for  pleasure.      We   have  a  fine   highway 
system  in  our  state  and  it  is  being  improved  every  day.      Our  cement  roads  are 
as  smooth  as  skating  rinks,  and  our  secondary  system,  so  rapidly  being  hard  sur- 
faced,    is   getting   the    farmer   out    of    the    mud.      These   roads   represent    a    great 
amount  of  wealth  and  cost  a  lot  of  money  to  maintain  them,  and  they  must  be 
preserved.      While  we  like  to  buy  our  gasoline  as  cheaply  as  possible,   we  believe 
that  a  gas  tax  is  the  fairest  way  to  raise  money  to  build  and  maintain  our  roads. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  rather  than  to  reduce  the  gas  tax,  it  would  be  better 
to  reduce  the  license  fee.     A  gas  tax  causes  those  who  use  the  road  most  to  pay 
the  most  tax. 

Trucks 

Not  only  rates  but  other  regulations  for  trucks  and  busses  are  needed 
Heighth  limitations  on  trucks  and  buses  vary  from  twelve  to  fourteen  and  one- 
half  feet  in  the  various  states,  length  limits  vary  from  thirty  to  eighty-five  feet, 
weight  from  ten  tons  to  twenty-five  tons.  There  is  need  for  uniformity  in  truck 
and  bus  regulations  and  those  interests  who  refuse  to  bring  their  truck  limits 
into  line  with  the  demand  of  the  public  interests  may  find  themselves  in  a  position 
to  do  so.  Public  opinion  will  not  be  satisfied  unless  those  in  charge  of  truck 
regulation   provide   smaller,   lighter   and   slower-moving   trucks. 

The  present  maximum  truck  length  of  forty-five  feet  is  nothing  short  of  a 
freight  car  on  the  public  highway.  Highways  were  never  constructed  to  move 
the  weights  of  trucks  now  allowed  and  the  13 -ton  limit  means  an  expensive  type 
of  highway  not  demanded  by  the  majority  of  the  traffic.  The  high  speed 
of  heavy  trucks  must  not  be  continued  and  public  Hfe  and  property  demand 
that  regulations  be  passed  to  protect  human  life  and  to  conserve  the  interest 
and  investments  that  the  taxpayers  have  in  highways. 

Taxation 

Local  taxes  are  practically  all  based  on  real  estate  and  it  is  unfair  that  the 
homes  and  farms  should  continue  to  carry  the  whole  load  of  financing  local 
units  of  government.  The  Grange  has  advocated  the  passage  of  a  graduated 
income  tax  for  many  years  and  we  continue  to  hold  that  the  enactment  of  a 
graduated  income  tax  eventually  is  the  only  hope  for  tax  relief  for  real  estate 
We  must  continue  to  work  for  the  enactment  of  a  graduated  income  tax,  the 
fairest  of  all  taxes  because  it  falls  most  heavily  on  those  taxpayers  who  are 
best  able  to  pay.  Once  a  law,  it  will  be  found  that  it  will  hinder  the  centraliza- 
tion  of  wealth  and  we  may  copy  after  many  other  states  where  it  is  a  law. 

No  doubt  many  of  our  public  agencies  can  be  abolished  and  others  consoli- 
dated  but  we  must  be  careful  that  those  that  render  a  real  service  do  not  go  first 
Ihe  answer  to  the  tax  question  does  not  lie  so  much  in  the  reduction  of  these 
necessary  governmental  agencies  as  it  does  in  the  broadening  and  equalization  of 
the  base  of  taxation.  One  step  towards  equalization  is  the  elimination  of  all  tax 
tree  securities  and  the  correction  of  the  gross  injustice  of  the  Collateral  Inheri- 
tance    lax  Laws. 

The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  equalization  of  taxation  and  claims  senior- 
ity on  the  tax  question.  We  should  not  get  excited  when  some  new  tax  organiza- 
tion  comes  along  with  promises  of  extravagant  ideas  about  reductions  of  taxes  The 
Orange  has  been  through  all  that  many  times  and  we  know  that  it  is  no  easy  task 
to  get  tax  reduction.  If  the  Grange  had  the  assistance  6f  those  on  the  outside 
who  are  now  interested  in  tax  reduction  we  might  get  quicker  results.  The 
Orange  should  be  given  full  credit  for  what  it  has  accomplished  in  the  taxing 
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field.  Some  of  these  organizations  are  not  interested  in  the  taxes  that  we  pay, 
but  in  those  paid  by  corporations  and  trusts  and  they  are  anxious  that  we  fight 
their  battles.  Few  farmers  are  financially  interested  in  the  salaries  of  the  Presi- 
den:  or  the  Congressmen  or  Judges  and  many  others  but  most  of  us  are  inter- 
ested in  our  school,  road,  and  poor  tax.  These  local  taxes  are  the  heaviest  bur- 
den and  affect  most  of  us.  The  answer  to  the  tax  question  does  not  lie  in  the 
reduction  of  governmental  expenses  as  much  as  it  does  in  the  broadening  of  the 
base  of  taxation. 

No  doubt  many  of  our  public  agencies  could  and  should  be  abolished,  others 
consolidated  but  we  must  be  careful  lest  those  that  render  us  service  are  the  first 
to  go. 

Rural  Free  Delivery 

One  of  the  greatest  services  rendered  by  the  government  to  the  farmers  is 
the  rural  mail,  and  this  is  being  attacked  now,  possibly  more  severely  than  any 
other.  To  economize  along  the  plans  outlined  by  the  Post  Office  authorities 
would  work  a  hardship  upon  thousands  of  our  rural  fam.ilies.  The  American 
farmer  should  not  be  asked  to  be  content  with  a  tri-weekly  mail  or  to  go  miles 
to  his  mail  box,  nor  should  his  parcel  service  be  crippled.  If  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment wishes  to  economize,  let  them  stop  building  so  many  new  post  offices; 
or  cut  out  more  than  one  daily  delivery  in  the  cities.  The  rural  delivery  is  a  child 
of  the  Grange  and  while  it  has  gotten  as  big  as  dad  it  is  still  in  need  of  parental 
care. 

The  greatest  relief  we  may  expect  from  our  tax  burden  would  be  a  com.pIete 
elimination  of  tax-free  securities.  If  there  is  any  investment  that  should  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation  it  is  the  American  home.  I  am  not  so  sure  but  that  every 
home  owner  should  be  exempt  to  the  extent  of  ^5,000  real  estate.  Such  a  plan 
would  certainly  stimulate  the  American  home,  which  is  being  badly  neglected. 
The  most  prosperous  nations  are  the   nations  of  the  best   homes. 

Let  us  remember  that  if  we  are  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of   government  they 

must  be  paid  for,  but  it  hurts  when  we  pay  more  than  our  share.     We  shall  still 

work  for  a  graduated  income  tax,  one  that  will  tax  those  most  able  to  pay;   the 

more  able  the  more  pay.     One   that  would  hinder  the   centralization  of  wealth, 

which  is  a  great  barrier  to  a  free  country. 

Law    ENFORCEaiENT 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  during  the  last  few  years  about  law  enforce- 
ment, mostly  relating  to  the  Eighteenth  Amendment.  But  now  when  liquor  has 
been  legalized  it  is  still  a  live  subject.  The  Eighteenth  Amendment  was  only 
one  of  the  many  laws  that  was  disregarded,  and  if  we  were  to  apply  the  same 
reasoning  to  the  other  laws  that  we  did  to  it  we  would  soon  be  a  nation  of  an- 
archists, a  nation  without  laws.  We  have  become  a  law-disrespecting  nation. 
We  have  learned  to  respect  only  such  laws  as  we  desire.  We  have  catered  to  our 
desires  rather  than  to  our  laws.  Laws  were  made  to  be  respected  and  to  be 
obeyed. 

Unkmploy^iext  and  Relief 

Much  is  being  said  about  the  unemployed  and  our  relief  system,  and  the 
abuse  of  both,  but  what  is  needed  most  is  to  teach  true  Americanism  to  our 
people.  America  can  and  will  provide  for  the  unfortunate  and  dependent,  but 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  true  American  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  prevent  depend- 
ency. This  applies  to  the  large  trusts  and  individual  alike.  We  boast  of  Ameri- 
cans independence,  but  to  maintain  our  independence  we  must  have  an  inde- 
pendent citizenry  and  such  cannot  be  maintained  by  a  dole  system. 
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Legislation 

It  was  the  hope  of  our  Legislative  Committee  that  the  State  Legislature  would 
enact  sufficient  legislation  in  the  regular  Session  last  spring  to  last  us  for  two 
years,  but  since  that  was  not  done  another  half  million  dollars  of  the  people's 
money  must  be  spent  to  complete  the  job.  Possibly  some  lessons  could  be  learned 
from  some  of  our  neighboring  states  as  to  their  manner  of  paying  their  members 
in  the  Legislature,  which  would  prevent  them  of  making  two  bites  of  a  cherry. 

The  present  Special  Session  of  1933  is  confronted  with  many  important 
problems.  The  first  and  most  important  of  these  was  the  passage  of  laws  regu- 
lating the  Liquor  Traffic.  Even  though  not  admitting  any  responsibility  in  the 
matter  of  Control,  and  while  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  liquor  traffic,  it 
was  early  agreed  that  we  must  oppose  with  all  our  power  the  return  of  the  old- 
time  saloon  and  the  sale  of  liquor  without  restraint.  We  are  on  record  opposed 
to  any  private  profit  from  the  liquor  business.  The  danger  in  the  enactment  of 
legislation  to  control  this  pernicious  business  is  that  the  same  unholy  alliance 
between  liquor  and  politics,  as  in  former  years,  will  be  the  outcome. 

Other  items  in  the  call  for  the  Special  Session  are  legislation  to  prevent 
Utilities  from  increasing  rates  without  submission  to  the  Public  Service  Commis- 
sion. Unemployment  Relief,  Second-Class  Township  Roads,  Truck  Legislation, 
Banking  Laws,  Schools,  Milk  Control,  Old  Age  Assistance,  and  Unemployment 
Insurance.  These  matters  and  other  agricultural  interests  of  a  general  nature 
should  be  the  chief  concern  of  our  Legislative  Committee  and  our  Committee  is 
not  unmindful  of  the  task  that  confronts  them.  They  have  been  working  un- 
tiringly to  be  able  to  present  a  program  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  rural 
people.     We  look  forward  with  much  anticipation  to  their  report. 

Patriotism 

While  the  Grange  does  not  pose  as  a  patriotic  Order,  it  could  easily  be 
classed  as  one,  as  no  Grange  is  legally  opened  unless  the  American  flag  is  in  evi- 
dence, the  open  Bible  on  the  altar  and  the  Chaplain's  supplication  for  divine 
guidance.  While  most  Granges  salute  the  flag,  I  wonder  if  we  are  aware  of 
what  it  means.  Do  we  have  our  eyes  fastened  upon  the  colors  and  our  thoughts 
on  what  it  means  to  us?  A  few  weeks  ago  we  stood  in  the  monument  at  Valley 
Forge,  reading  the  inscription,  when  the  chimes  in  the  cathedral  on  a  distant 
hill  pealed  out  the  air  of  America.  As  we  stood  on  that  prominence  and  viewed 
those  sacred  acres,  and  listened  to  that  sacred  anthem,  we  thought  surely  America 
has  a  sacred  trust.  And  certainly  patriotism  should  be  taught  in  the  Grange 
and  we  should  be  a  peace-loving  people. 

Peace 

We  have  been  longing  for  a  long  time  for  results  from  the  World  Court, 
World  Disarmament,  the  Peace  Conference,  etc.  But  still  the  war  cloud  appears 
in  the  horizon.  World  peace  cannot  be  attained  by  sacrificing  to  the  war  gods, 
but  can  only  come  by  enthroning  the  Prince  of  Peace  in  the  hearts  of  the  people. 
The  duty  of  the  Grange  is  to  teach  love  instead  of  hatred.  We  should  empha- 
size the  fraternal  side  of  our  Order. 


Subordinate  Granges 

As  agriculture  is  the  basis  of  all  wealth,  so  the  Subordinate  Grange,  with 
Ceres  on  the  throne,  is  the  foundation  of  our  Order.  In  order  to  have  a  good 
Pomona,  State,  or  national  Grange,  we  must  have  good  Subordinate  Granges. 
Every  structure  that  stands  must  have  a  foundation  sufficient  to  support  its 
weight.      If  not,  it   becomes  top-heavy.      So  with   the  Grange,   unless  we  have  a 
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» 
sufficient  foundation  we  cannot  stand.  It  is  imperative  that  we  pay  more  atten- 
tion to  our  local  unit,  the  Subordinate.  As  we  come  to  the  selection  of  officers 
in  our  several  Granges,  we  should  consider  the  qualifications  of  those  we  select 
and  not  be  biased  by  personal  feelings.  Some  Granges  have  ironclad  rules  about 
passing  the  offices  around,  but  ability  or  qualification  should  be  the  ruling  factor. 
The  Subordinate  Grange  should  be  the  community  center,  and,  with  the  church, 
should  plan  the  future  of  the  community..  Some  communities  have  gone  to  de- 
struction because  no  one  planned  for  the  future;  others  are  almost  a  paradise  be- 
cause of  the  efforts  of  some  that  have  passed  many  years  ago  but  still  live.  Many 
communities  have  failed  because  they  did  not  provide  for  their  youth  and  were 
robbed  of  their  young  people  by  the  bright  lights  of  the  city.  Young  America 
will  have  the  best  that  they  can  get  and  we  do  not  blame  them.  If  we  do  not 
offer  it  in  the  rural  sections,  they  will  go  where  they  can  find  something  better. 
If  each  Grange  would  add  but  five  persons  to  its  membership  during  the 
year,  we  would  have  a  gain  of  over  four  thousand  members  in  the  state.  There 
were  three  prizes,  ^25,  $15,  and  $10,  offered  for  the  three  Granges  making  the 
largest  growth  during  the  year,  percentage  and  number  considered;  also  to  the 
Pomonas  making  the  same  qualifications.  While  there  was  some  interest,  the 
donor  was  disappointed  that  there  was  not  more. 

Pomona  Granges 

Our  Pomona  system  in  Pennsylvania  is  envied  by  other  states  and  is  looked 
upon  as  one  of  the  best.  Our  system  of  financing  our  Pomonas  is  unsurpassed 
as  far  as  the  Pomonas  are  concerned.  We  pay  from  the  State  Grange  Treasury 
to  the  Pomonas  over  $12,000  yearly,  to  be  used  for  extension  work,  and  it  is  to 
the  Pomona  that  we  look  for  the  building  up  of  the  Order.  This  is  an  ideal  sys- 
tem, and  in  order  to  make  it  more  practical  it  must  be  more  applicable.  I  fear 
that  too  many  Pomonas  do  not  feel  the  responsibility  they  owe  to  their  Subordi- 
nates. Where  we  find  a  Pomona  that  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  Subordi- 
nates, it  is  always  reflected  in  Grange  work.  Had  the  money  that  the  Pomonas 
received  been  put  into  extension  work  instead  of  banks,  many  of  which  have 
closed,  there  would  have  been  a  different  footing  to  our  secretaries'  reports.  We 
would  have  had  an  increase  in  membership.. 

Juvenile  Granges 
It  has  been  said  that  what  the  Sunday  School  is  to  the  church,  the  Juvenile 
is  to    the    Grange.      Most   Granges    can   maintain   a   Juvenile.      It    requires   three 

things a  progressive  Grange,  a  good  matron,  and  the  Juveniles.     When  we  look 

ac  our   Register  and  see  how  few  of  our  Juveniles  reported,  we  are  inclined   to 
think  that  something  is  lacking.     Let  each  Grange  consider  the  Juvenile  seriously. 


Grange  News 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  complaint  that  we  formerly  heard  at  our  State 
Meetings  about  the  GRANGE  NEWS,  especially  the  mailing  list,  has  been  con- 
spicuously  absent  at  our  meeting  for  some  years.  Thanks  to  the  management 
for  the  system  that  they  adopted  and  to  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  the 
Subordinate  secretaries. 

Both  the  GRANGE  NEWS  and  the  "National  Grange  Monthly"  are  well 
worth  all  that  they  cost,  and  their  influence  for  the  good  of  the  Order  can  never 
be  estimated. 

Most  publications  depend  largely  upon  their  advertisements  to  provide  the 
cost  of  operation.  Two  things  are  necessary  along  this  line,  the  subscription  list 
and  the  advertisers.     We  have  endeavored  to  find  out  how  many  of  our  members 
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advertised  or  patronized  those  who  did  advertise  in  our  columns.     The  report  was 
not  as  flattering  as  we  should  like. 

We  are  inclined  to  think  that  there  is  room  for  another  farm  paper  in  our 
state,  and  we  believe  that  the  GRANGE  NEWS  should  occupy  the  field.  If  we 
were  to  do  so,  it  would  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the  paper  and  possibly  do  as  the 
Washington   State   Grange    does,    issue  a    bi-weekly   paper. 

Edltc^ation 

The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  the  best  in  education.  Nothing  is  too  good 
for  the  boy  and  girl.  Education  is  a  means  to  a  higher  and  more  useful  life, 
one  of  more  service  and  not  one  of  ease.  As  the  State  designates  the  kind  of 
schools  we  must  maintain,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  also  pay 
the  bill  or  at  least  should  do  as  provided  in  our  bill  that  we  have  endeavored  to 
get  through  the  Legislature,  that  our  local  school  tax  should  not  exceed  five  mills. 

In  this  day  and  age  when  so  much  unemployment  exists  and  shorter  days 
and  weeks  are  all  the  rage,  it  might  be  a  good  plan  to  cease  forcing  our  chil- 
dren so  fast  in  our  schools.  Instead  of  finishing  high  school  and  college  at  the 
ago  of  sixteen  and  twenty  respectively,  to  move  the  time  limit  up  a  couple  of 
years.  We  have  too  many  men  and  women  now  for  all  we  have  for  them  to  do. 
Possibly  it  would  be  better  to  have  them  remain  in  childhood  a  little  longer  as 
there  is  nothing  for  so  many  of  them  to  do  when  they  get  through  school,  and 
consequently  many  of  them  go  to  thumbing  on  the  highway. 

Highways 

The  road  question  is  one  that  has  worried  the  farmer  for  many  years  and 
we  are  convinced  that  it  will  always  be  a  vital  question,  but  that  the  proper  thing 
to  do  is  for  the  State  to  take  over  all  the  Second  Class  Township  Roads.  We 
know  that  there  are  objections  to  this  plan,  but  there  are  many  more  reasons  for 
the  passage  of  such  legislation,  as  it  would  certainly  do  much  to  relieve  the 
farmer  of  much  of  his  tax  and  it  is  the  most  logical  form  of  farm  relief  now  in 
sight.  As  a  farm  organization,  the  Grange  can  well  afford  to  approve  this  plan 
of   relief. 

Insurance 

The  several  insurance  projects  now  endorsed  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  State  Grange  are  commended  to  your  favorable  consideration  during  this 
Session  of  the  State  Grange. 

In  the  field  of  life  insurance,  the  Company  in  which  we  are  interested  has 
policy  reserves  and  surpluses  to  the  amount  of  $6,500,000.  Both  the  assets  and 
the  surplus  of  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  are  the  largest 
today  in  the  Company's  history.  They  are  in  a  strong  financial  condition  and 
reflect  therein  the  skillful  and  conservative  management  of  the  Company's 
finances. 

In  automobile  insurance,  the  Executive  Committee  has  approved  the  policies 
written  by  the  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company.  This  Company  de- 
serves  your    careful    consideration    when   purchasing   insurance    in  this   line. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  matters  that  should  concern  this  State  Grange  is  a  care- 
ful survey  of  our  membership's  interest  in  the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  that 
operate  more  or  less  under  Grange  management  and  are  popularly  known  as 
Grange  Companies.  Many  of  these  companies  have  met  with  reverses  and  lost  the 
support  of  policyholders  because  of  higher  premium  rates.  If  these  companies 
operate  under  the  Grange  name,  they  should  give  some  sort  of  an  account  of 
themselves  to  their  Pomonas  or  to  the  State  Grange.  This  matter  is  referred  to 
the  Insurance  Committee  for  a  careful  consideration. 


Keystone  Grange  Exchange 

Our  Exchange  has  rendered  much  service  to  the  members  of  our  Order  and 
should  be  supported.  Our  Directors  have  worked  out  a  system  of  selling  goods 
ac  the  regular  retail  price  and  later  refunding  a  discount  or  rebate,  which  is  prov- 
ing quite  satisfactory.  Many  Granges  are  saving  large  sums  of  money  by  patron- 
izing  our  Exchange.  Some  complaints  are  heard  that  the  Exchange  does  not 
allow  time  settlements.  Did  it  ever  occur  that  if  one's  credit  be  good  at  the  Ex- 
change, that  it  would  be  good  at  the  local  bank,  and  that  it  would  cost  an  or- 
ganization like  the  Exchange  more  to  look  up  the  credit  of  its  customers  and 
that  the  selling  price  would  have  to  take  care  of  that  additional  cost. 

The  Exchange  deserves  the  wholehearted  support  of  every  Grange  and  if  it 
had  such  support  the  service  would  be  much  better.  The  Exchange  serves  a  use- 
ful purpose  and  is  ready  to  serve  all  those  who  desire  it.  We  will  be  interested 
in  the  report  of  the  Exchange. 

The  Digest 

There  are  but  few  organizations,  if  any,  that  have  a  more  complete  Digest 
of  their  laws  than  the  Grange.  Our  1933  Digest  of  185  pages,  including  all 
amendments  and  rulings  to  date,  is  complete  and  should  be  in  every  Grange. 
Each  Grange  should  provide  one  for  the  Master  an<i  it  would  be  well  to  have 
one  for  the  Secretary's  desk.  Of  course,  the  Master  is  the  custodian  of  it.  It' 
should  be  thoroughly  studied  not  only  by  the  Master  and  the  officers,  but  by  all 
tho  members.  Many  of  the  inquiries  that  come  to  a  State  Master's  desk  are 
plainly  answered  in  our  Digest  and  can  be  easily  found  as  the  indexing  is  com- 
plete. All  members  should  be  familiar  with  the  Digest,  Manual,  and  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws  of  the  Order. 

National  Grange 

The  67th  annual  session  of  the  National  Grange,  just  held  at  Boise,  Idaho, 
with  large  attendance  and  much  enthusiasm,  made  some  vigorous  declarations  in 
behalf  of  the  farmers  of  the  United  States,  and  pointed  out  definite  steps  which 
must  be  taken  before  the  recovery  of  the  nation's  basic  industry  may  be  reason- 
ably expected.  i 

OUTSTANDING  ACTION   BY  THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE 

I.     CONTROLLED  REFLATION 

1.  Earliest  possible  use  by  the  President  of  the  power  conferred  by  Congress 
to  bring  about  a  rise  in  the  commodity  price  level,  through  controlled  expan- 
sion of  the  currency. 

2.  Issuance  by  the  Government  of  non-interest  bearing  Treasury  Notes  to  pay 
ac  least  a  part  of  the  public  works  program,  to  liquidate  the  sound  assets  of 
closed  banks  or  to  retire  LJnited  States  bonds;  with  definite  provision  for  redemp- 
tion of  such  currency  at  a  given  rate  per  year. 

3.  Hearty  support  of  the  Banking  Act  o.  1933  and  vigorous  oppositions  t* 
any  proposal  for  the  repeal  of  that  feature  which  provides  for  the  guarantee  of 
bank  deposits. 

4.  Better  protection  for  the  smaller  rural  banks  and  opposing  any  Federal 
or  state  system  of  branch  banking. 

5.  Correcting  the   disastrous  period  of  deflation   by  a   constructive  plan  of 
reflation. 

II      LOWER  INTEREST  RATES  FOR  AGRICULTURE 

1.    A  material  reduction  in  interest  rates  to  farmer  borrowers  of  the  Federal 
Loan  System,  with  fairer  appraisal  basis. 
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2.  Amending  the  Farm  Loan  Act  of  1933  so  as  to  restore  farmer-control 
of  the  system. 

3.  Extend  the  rediscount  privilege  to  Federal  Land  Bank  bonds,  in  order 
to  secure  lower  interest  rate;  also  enact  Federal  guarantee  of  bonds  for  same 
purpose. 

4.  Amendments  to  strengthen  local  farm  loan  associations  and  increase  their 
efficiency. 

5.  Use  every  possible  means  to  stop  farm  mortgage  foreclosures,  with  first 
consideration  given  to  those  now  threatened  with  loss  of  their   farms. 

III.  LIFTING  FARM  PRICES 

1.  Justice  and  the  national  interest  alike  demand  that  all  arbitrary  and  arti- 
ficial price  boosting  in  industry  wait  until  farm  prices  are  brought  to  the  same 
level  with  industrial  prices.  Since  the  policy  of  the  Government  has  resulted  in 
arbitrarily  raising  price  of  industrial  commodities  means  must  be  found  to  give 
to  the  farmer  the  price  parity  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  the  declared  policy 
of  Congress. 

2.  In  those  instances  where  importation  is  seriously  interfering  with  the 
marketing  of  American  products  '  ^suiting  in  the  lowering  of  farm  prices  to  the 
producers  of  the  United  States,  we  favor  the  policy  of  an  embargo  on  such 
products. 

3.  So  long  as  codes  are  est;  blished  for  industry,  the  National  Grange  favors 
codes  for  Agriculture,  which  wi'l  insure  to  the  farmers  a  price  that  will  return  to 
Agriculture  a  fair  profit,  equal  to  that  of  industry. 

IV.  A  SANE  PROGRAM  OF  TAXATION 

1.  Extension  of  the  Federal  graduated  income  tax  and  by  greatly  increasing 
rates  in  the  higher  brackets. 

2.  Increasing  gift,  estate  and  inheritance  tax  rates  with  25%  of  such  receipts 
returned  to  the  states,  for  educational  purposes,  on  the  basis  of  population. 

3.  Enactment  of  income  tax  laws  in  all  states  not  already  so  provided. 

4.  No  diversion  of  the  gasoline  tax  from  its  exclusive  use  for  highway  con- 
struction  and    maintenance. 

« 

V.  NEEDED  FOOD  AND  DRUG  LEGISLATION 

1.  Penalties  for  false  advertising  in  newspapers,  periodicals  and  over  the 
radio. 

2.  Inclusion  of  cosmetics  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  its  penalties. 

3.  Forbidding  false   remedial   claims  for   drugs  and   remedies. 

4.  Legal  standards  are  necessary  for  the  effective  regulation  of  traffic  in 
foods. 

5.  Requirement  that  labels  of  food  and  drugs  disclose  sufficient  facts  to 
permit   intelligent  buying. 

VL     FREEDOM  OF  THE  PRESS 

Whereas,  The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  the  constitutional  rights  of  free- 
dom of  speech  and  of  the  press;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  oppose  any  restrictions  of  such  freedom  by  an  arbitrary 
use  of  the  licensing  power. 

VII.     PRESERVING  THE  RURAL  MAIL  SERVICE 

The  National  Grange  is  unalterably  opposed  to  the  sacrifice  of  our  rural 
mail  service,  and   we  positively  oppose   any  program  to  lessen  the  present   high 
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standard  of  efficient  rural  mail  service,  the  curtailment  of  which  would  be  disas- 
trous to  rural  people;  and  we  strenuously  object  to  any  contract  system  for  the 
rural  mail  service. 

The  National  Grange  Favors 

Militant  efforts  along  all  lawful  lines  to  secure  economic  justice  for  agricul- 
ture, but  never  resort  to  violence  or  intimidation. 

Hearty   support    of    the   Land   Grant    Colleges,    under    the    purposes   of    the 
Morrill  Act.  ' 

Speedy  action  in  disposing  of  allocated  wheat  surpluses  and  the  maintenance 
of  fair   grain   prices. 

A   new   land  policy,  with  a   greater   amount  of  submarginal  land   taken  out 
of   production. 

Adequate    appropriations   to    maintain    the    effectiveness    of    the    agricultural 
extension  service. 

Payment  of  extension  service  workers  wholly  from  public  funds. 
Limit  manufacture  of  oleomargarine  and  restrict  importation  of  foreign  oils 
and  fats.  » 

Increasing  attention  to  soil  conservation  and  more  extensive  soil   surveys. 
Amend  sugar  stabilization  code,  to  increase  sugar  production  in  the  United 
States. 

Strict  enforcement  of  present  laws  relative  to  seed  and  plant  quarantine  and 
control. 

Continued   policy   of   building  farm-to-market    roads. 
Construction  of  inland  waterways  from  Great  Lakes  to  the  Sea. 
Proper  restrictions  upon  size,  weight  and  speed  of  all  vehicles  upon  the  pub- 
lic highways;  and  uniform  between  the  several  states. 

Making  the  state  the  sole   taxing  agency  of   motor  vehicles. 
Putting   welfare  work   upon  an  employment  basis  instead   of  as  a  dole. 
Registration  of  all  aliens  and  deportation  after  ten  years  of  non-citizenship. 
Conscription  of  wealth,  as  well  as  of  men,  in  the  event  of  war. 
All   possible   steps   toward   the  establishment   of  a   permanent  World   Court. 
National   regulation   and  supervision   of  motion  picture  industry   and  estab- 
lishment of  a    Federal  board   of   censors. 

Careful  study  of  the  actual  effect  of  spray  residue  upon  fruit. 

Grange  cooperation   with   organized   labor  and   other  farm  organizations. 


The  National  Grange  Opposes 

Bringing  any  new  lands  under  cultivation  at  Government  expense  while 
present  farm  surplus   continues. 

Increased  importation  of  farm  products  to  the  detriment  of  the  American 
farmer. 

Injustice  to  farmers  who  have  reduced  their  crop  acreage,  by  not  requiring 
that  such   reduction  apply   to  all   sections. 

Excessive  processing   charges  to  agricultural   producers. 

Unreasonably   high   cotton  ginning  charges. 

All  arbitrary  and  artificial  price  fixing. 

Large  Federal  appropriations  for   purely  military  purposes. 
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Compulsory  military  training  in  public  high  schools. 

Unreasonable  curtailment  of  the  work  of  the  public  schools  in  the  name  of 
economy. 

Importation  of  foreign  liquors  and  profit  in  the  liquor  business. 

Continuance  of  "daylight  saving   time." 

Proposed  changes  in  Food  and  Drugs  Act  that  may  prove  detrimental  to 
the  dried  fruit  industry. 

The  Grange  Policy  on  Temperance 

The  Grange  Favors: 

1.  The  adoption  of  adequate  measures  by  the  Government  to  protect  dry 
states  against  the  shipment  of  intoxicating  liquors  across  their  borders  from  wet 
territory. 

2.  Eliminating  as  much  as  possible  the  element  of  profit  from  the  manufac- 
ture, sale  and  distribution  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

3.  A  nation-wide  campaign  of  education  on  the  evils  of  drink,  especially 
pointing  out  the  fallacy  of  any  nation  endeavoring  to  drink  its  way  to  prosperity. 

The  Grange  Opposes: 

1.  The  return  of  the  saloon  in  any  form. 

2.  Liquor  advertisements  in  newspapers  or  periodicals,  on  billboards  or 
over  the  radio. 

3.  The  sale  of  intoxicant's  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  any  church,  school 
or  college. 

Ritualistic  Work 

The  Grange  setting  is  that  of  an  old  English  Estate.  Can  you  imagine  such 
an  estate  being  a  success  without  some  regulations  or  ritualism,  if  you  choose  to 
call  it  that?  Ritualism  alone  will  not  make  a  Grange;  neither  will  manners 
make  a  home.  But  we  all  admire  a  home  where  both  the  parents  and  the  chil- 
dren know  their  places.  Lack  of  government  has  broken  up  many  homes  and 
also  Granges,  as  well  as  other  organizations. 

Our  best  Granges  arc  those  that  appreciate  the  ritualistic  work.  Our  best 
members  are  those  that  have  been  properly  instructed  in  the  full  and  complete 
work  of  the  Degrees.  Our  best  officers  are  those  who  have  been  properly  in- 
stalled, and  fully  instructed  in  their  duries.  I  hope  that  the  time  is  soon  here 
when  every  Grange  will  have  a  Degree  team. 

Memukial 

During  the  year  the  Grim  Reaper  has  many  times  entered  our  ranks,  and 
removed  many  of  our  loved  ones  to  the  Great  Grange  above.  The  good  that 
they  have  done  still  lives.  On  Wednesday  morning  appropriate  memorial  serv- 
ices will  be  held  in  honor  of  our  departed  Brothers  and  Sisters. 

Our  Opportunity 

The  time  is  here  when  we  must  embrace  our  opportunities.  We  must  place 
the  Grange  where  it  belongs.  We  must  go  forward;  we  cannot  go  back.  We 
have  many  fields  in  our  state  still  unoccupied  and  many  occupied  but  unde- 
veloped. We  must  have  more  field  work  and  more  personal  work  done.  Each 
Pomona  should  keep  an  open  eye  on  every  Subordinate  in  its  district  and  assist 
whenever  needed.     Each  community  ofTc  :.  many  opportunities  for  development. 

The  records  of  the  Grange  are  such  as  to  challenge  every  open  minded 
rural  person's  attention.     They  should  be  placed  before  the  people.      The   influ- 


ence   of  the    Grange   is  felt    in   every   section   of  the   State,   and   an   increase   in 
membership   will  add  to  our  power  and  prestige. 

It  has  been  very  noticeable  when  organizing  Granges,  in  new  fields,  to  hear 
the  common  expression  that  a  Grange  would  not  live  in  this  community.  This 
opinion  is  always  based  on  a  false  premise,  for  no  community  is  so  week  but  that 
it  will  support  a  Grange.  The  unoccupied  Grange  territory  challenges  us  to  ga 
and  possess  the  land.  This  is  not  only  our  opportunity  but  our  duty,  and  every 
Grange  must  live  up  to  its  high  purpose  of  rendering  a  complete  coinmunity 
service  in  its  immediate  vicinity  and-  assist  in  broadcasting  Grange  ideals  and 
Grange  vision.  *The  price  of  success  is  eternal  vigilance"  and  every  Grange  is 
capable   of   paying  the  price.

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REPORT  OF  WORTHY  OVERSEER 

Patrons  and  friends,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  greet  you  from  the  Over- 
seer's station,  and  I  also  wish  to  thank  you  for  this  position. 

In  summing  up  the  duties  of  Overseer  at  the  State  Grange  I  feel  like  an 
officer  of  leisure,  considering  the  previous  offices  that  I  have  had  the  honor  to 
hold.  But  nevertheless  I  am  at  your  service  where  I  can  be  of  help  throughout 
this  session. 

As  you  will  get  a  detailed  report  of  Grange  work  from  our  master,  secre- 
tary and  other  officers'  reports,  I  will  confine  my  report  to  greetings  and  a  few 
suggestions  which  I  hope  may  give  food  for  thought. 

At  the  end  of  1933  each  Grange  will  find,  owing  to  the  low  income  of 
farmers  and  laborers,  that  an  unusually  large  percentage  of  the  membership  is 
in  arrears  with  dues.  Some  who  have  been  splendid,  hard  working  patrons  for 
years,   perhaps. 

If  they  are  dropped  from  the  roll  Subordinate,  Pomona,  State  and  National 
Grange  suffers  loss. 

Before  you  drop  that  membership  I  would  like  to  suggest  this:  That  the 
members  be  approached  with  this  idea — If  they  pay  dues  for  one  quarter  they 
will  be  rated  in  good  standing  and  marked  paid  in  full  until  April  1,  1934.  Then 
try  to  get  them  back  to  Grange  and  working  for  the  order.  I  see  no  other  way 
to  save  the  membership   of  the  Grange  in  Pennsylvania. 

I  also  think  that  our  Pomona  Granges  should  help  financially  from  their 
treasuries. 

With  this  old  world  in  the  turmoil  that  it  is,  we  cannot  afford  to  lose  ground. 

With  greed  and  selfishness  and  everyone  working  for  personal  gain  with  no 
thought  for  the  other  fellow,  the  Grange  has  a  work  to  do. 

Until  banker,  farmer,  miner,  business  man  and  other  professional  men  sit 
down  at  the  same  table  and  partake  of  the  same  food  in  an  amicable  nature 
this  world  will  continue  to  be  such  as  it  is. 

w/  7^^_P''^^^*^'^  ^«^^'  December  10  to  17,  is  to  be  set  aside  as  Golden  Rule 
Week.  For  practical  emphasis  of  this  old  rule.  Human  need  is  still  front  page 
news.  It  is  proposed  this  year  that  the  golden  rule  come  out  of  seclusion  and 
rub  elbows  with  the  distressing  facts  of  life  existing  in  our  communities.  The 
present  chaotic  state  of  the  world  is  the  result  of  failure  of  those  in  financial 
power  to  practice  it. 

Let  us  get  into  our  various  gatherings  more  of  the  fraternity  on  which  our 
order  was  founded.  Lend  a  hand  to  our  discouraged  brother  or  sister  who  is 
perhaps  too  proud  to  ask  for  financial  aid.  Then  the  Grange  will  not  lose  gound 
and  the  year  1934  will  surely  see  an  upward  trend. 

I  believe  that  these  trials  have  strengthened  our  souls,  and  out  of  the  worry 
and  anxiety  of  the  past  five  years  will  come  stronger  men  and  women  for  the 
ruture.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the?  Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

It  gives  me  a  very  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  present  this,  my  first  report  as 
Lecturer  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  to  the  delegate  body  met  in  Cambria 
County  and  the  city  of  Johnstownv 

Whatever  measure  of  effectiveness  has  resulted  from  our  efforts  in  the  past 
year  has  been  due,  in  a  very  large  degree,  to  the  splendid  cooperation  of  Pomona 
and  Subordinate  Lecturers  of  this  State.  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing my  gratitude  to  them,  not  only  for  the  good  spirit  of  fraternalism  in 
which  I  have  been  received,  but  for  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  with  which  they 
have  tried  to  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  State  Lecturer. 

Realizing  the  tremendous  responsibility  and  privilege  that  rest  upon  the 
Lecturers,  we  do  not  have  words  with  which  to  commend  the  fine  spirit  in  which 
most  of  them  have  accepted  this  responsibility.  Everywhere  we  go  we  note  the 
desire  of  Lecturers  to  make  their  programs  more  constructive,  not  alone  in  an 
entertaining  way,  but  in  an  educational  way.  Everywhere  we  find  Lecturers  try- 
ing to  present  programs  that  will  make  the  Grange  an  outstanding  organization 
in  the  community. 

Following  are  the  major  objectives  and  activities  which  the  State  Lecturer 
has  attempted. 

Appreciating  the  fact  that,  when  the  founders  of  our  Order  added  the  de- 
gree of  Pomona  to  our  Ritual,  they  had  in  mind  that  this  part  of  the  Grange 
should  bridge  the  gap  between  State  Grange  and  Subordinate  Grange,  we  have 
tried  to  bring  about  a  closer  understanding  between  the  Pomona  Lecturer  and 
the  Subordinate  Lecturer,  and  make  the  office  of  Pomona  Lecturer  a  real  con- 
necting link  with  the  office  of  State  Lecturer  and  Subordinate  Lecturer.  One 
naturally  assumes  the  Pomona  Lecturer  should  have  had  some  experience  in 
Grange  work,  and  that  this  experience  should  be  used  in  assisting  and  inspiring 
Lecturers  of  less  experience,  and  in  stimulating  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  weak 
and  struggling  Granges.  We  have  urged  Pomona  Lecturers  to  assume  a  super- 
visory position  in  the  literary,  recreational  and  educational  work  of  all  the  Granges 
within  their  jurisdiction,  to  the  end  that  the  programs  should  not  be  aimless,  but 
should  have  a  real  objective  in  view. 

We  have  asked  the  cooperation  of  Pomona  Lecturers  in  carrying  out  certain 
projects,  and  are  happy  to  say  that  a  large  number  gave  whole-hearted  support. 
Where  this  was  the  case,  we  know  that  the  Granges  profited  thereby. 

One  of  these  projects  was  to  receive  more  and  better  publicity  for  Grange 
meetings  and  Grange  activities.  We  believe  this  is  a  vital  factor  in  securing 
members  for  the  Grange.  Hoping  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  Grange  on  the 
part  of  the  community,  the  State  Lecturer  proposed  the  Publicity  Scrap-Book 
Contest,  offering  small  prizes  to  each  Pomona  winner,  and  more  substantial  prizes 
to  the  best  two  Scrap-Books  exhibited  at  this  meeting.  We  believe  thaf  where 
this  project  was  taken  up,  Grange  interest  has  been  stimulated,  and  we  would 
emphatically  urge  every  Grange  to  continue  to  publicize  its  meetings  and  activities. 

Another  Pomona  project  was  the  endeavor  to  have  some  form  of  Neighbor 
Night  Meetings  conducted  in  every  County.  It  is  hard  to  estimate  the  value  of 
these  meetings  to  the  Granges  that  participated;  every  report  that  I  have  re- 
ceived indicates  that  where  they  were  sponsored,  there  was  renewed  interest,  in- 
crease in  membership  and  better  Grange  attendance.  I  recommend  and  urge 
that  some  form  of  Neighbor  Night  Meeting  be  conducted  in  every  Pomona  Dis- 
trict during  the  coming  year.  I  recommend  that  the  Pomona  Lecturer  be  autho- 
rized to  supervise  the   plans  for  these  meetings  to  the  end  that  each  one  shall 
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have   an   objective  and   shall  be   profitable.      They  should  be  well  advertised  and 
should  receive  the  support  of  all  members. 

We  urged  Pomona  Lecturers  to  hold  a  Lecturers'  Conference  at  each  Po- 
mona meeting.  This  was  designed  to  give  the  Pomona  Lecturer  an  opportunity 
to  become  acquainted  with  any  special  problems  that  Subordinate  Lecturers 
might  have;  to  encourage  the  exchange  of  worth-while  programs  and  ideas;  and 
to  serve  as  an  incentive  for  Subordinate  Lecturers  to  attend  the  Pomona  meet- 
ings. According  to  reports  received  in  our  office,  less  than  fifty  percent  of  the 
Subordinate   Lecturers   attend   the   Pomona   meetings. 

Another  project  was  the  Pomona  Library.  Our  Lecturers  have  long  felt  the 
need  of  literature  for  use  in  program  building,  but  did  not  feel  justified  in  pur- 
chasing books  and  materials  at  their  own  expense.  To  remedy  this,  we  proposed 
the  Lecturers'  Library  plan.  Briefly,  it  is  this, — that  each  Subordinate  Grange 
contribute  a  small  sum,  this  sum  to  be  matched  by  the  Pomona  Grange,  and 
the  entire  amount  to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  materials  that  will 
assist  Lecturers  in  making  better  programs.  This  project  has  met  with  consider- 
able response  and  enthusiasm.  To  date  twelve  Pomonas  have  reported  the  pur- 
chase of  a  Lecturers'  Library  and  we  hope  to  have  many  more  Pomonas  adopt 
the  plan  during  the  coming  year.  The  plan  may  be  carried  along  from  year  to 
year  and  the  Library  enlarged,  thus  providing  a  constant  source  of  new  material 
for  Lecturers. 

The  Third  Annual  Lecturers'  Short  Course  Conference  was  held  at  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College,  April  13,  14,  15.  In  spite  of  financial  depression  the  at- 
tendance at  this  Conference  was  equal  to,  if  not  greater  than  any  previous  Shore 
Course  Conference.  It  is  worth-while  noting  that  all  expenses  of  the  Conference 
were  paid  by  the  registration  fees  and  that  a  balance  of  $47.50  was  turned  to 
the  account  of  State  Grange.  A  survey  of  the  opinions  of  the  Lecturers  at- 
tending this  Conference  evidence  a  desire  on  their  part  for  more  of  this  type  of 
Conference  and  for  practical  instruction  that  may  be  taken  home  and  applied 
in  their   programs. 

I  consider  the  Lecturers'  Short  Course  Conference  extremely  helpful  and 
would  strongly  recommend  that  it  be  continued.  But,  for  vwo  reasons,  would 
also  recommend  that  we  take  under  advisement  changing  the  time  for  holding 
the  Conference.  First  of  these  reasons  is  that  many  Lecturers  find  it  impossible 
to  leave  home  at  the  Easter  season.  Second,  that  it  is  becoming  increasingly  in- 
convenient for  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  to  take  care  of  the  Conference  at 
the  Easter  vacation  time. 

The  Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers'  Conference  convened  at  Cornell  University, 
Ithaca,  New  York,  August  8,  9,  10,  and  11.  Owing  to  financial  conditions  in 
parr,  and  in  part  to  the  fact  that  many  Lecturers  used  their  vacation  time  to  at- 
tend the  Century  of  Progress  in  Chicago,  the  attendance  at  this  Conference  was 
smaller  than  usual.  Following  the  schedule  established  by  the  originators  of  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers'  Conference,  the  meeting  in  1934  should  come  to  Penn- 
sylvania.  An  invitation  to  do  so  was  extended  to  the  delegate  body  and  was  ac- 
cepted. Pennsylvania  Lecturers  will  thus  be  the  hosts  to  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Lecturers  sometime  in  August  of  1934.  We  are  confident  that  all  will  cooperate 
in  making  this  an  outstanding  Conference. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Pennsylvania  will  be  hosts  to  this  Conference  in 
1934,  I  feel  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  hold  two  State  Lecturers'  Conferences  in 
this  year,  not  only  because  of  expense,  which  is  quite  an  item,  but  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  securing  competent  talent  for  both  programs  without  imposing 
a  burden  on  someone.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  regular  Pennsyl- 
vania Lecturers'  Short  Course  Conference  be  held  at  Pennsylvania  State  College 
in  conjunction  with  the  Middle  Atlantic  Group  Conference  in  August. 
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During  the  past  year  we  have  made  every  effort  to  study  the  individual 
needs  and  problems  of  the  Lecturers.  Our  information  has,  to  a  large  extent, 
come  from  the  reports  which  the  Lecturers  have  been  asked  to  fill  out  and  return 
to  us.  We  are  grateful  to  the  many  Lecturers  who  have  complied  with  this  re- 
quest, because  through  this  cooperation  we  have  been  able  to  give  material  as- 
sistance to  many  Granges.  On  the  other  hand,  many  reports  contained  valu- 
able ideas  which  we  were  glad  to  pass  on  to  other  Granges.  During  the  coming 
year  we  hope  to  ask  Lecturers  to  fill  out  and  return  to  us  two  reports.  I  am 
convinced  that  if  every  Lecturer  will  furnish  the  information  requested  on  these 
blanks,  the  Granges  in  the  State  will  profit  greatly. 

As  a  measure  of  economy,  and  in  the  hope  that  we  might  contact  Lecturers 
more  frequently  with  new  program  ideas  and  materials,  we  issued  a  Bulletin,  ap- 
proximately every  six  weeks,  in  place  of  the  customary  yearly  Handbook.  By 
this  method  far  more  actual  material  was  furnished  to  Lecturers  than  could  have 
been  done  through  a  Handbook,  and  the  saving  in  expense,  thereby,  to  State 
Grange,  was  more  than  fifty  per   cent. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  again  express  my  appreciation  for  the  gracious  coopera- 
tion received  everywhere  throughout  the  State,  and  ask  for  a  continuance   of  it 

in  the    coming   year.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  STEWARD 

In  making  my  first  report  to  State  Grange,  I  feel  a  responsibility  for  north- 
eastern  Pennsylvania;  as  at  the  election  at  Williamsport  last  year  all  of  the  old 
members  of  the  Official  Family  from  my  part  of  the  State  were  retired,— Brother 
Dorsett  of  Tioga  County,  Sister  Shumway  of  Bradford  County  and  Brother 
Ross  of  Lackawanna  County.  This  left  me  alone  up  in  Susquehanna  County 
My  nearest  neighbor,  among  the  State  Officers,  is  Brother  Creasy  of  Columbia 
County. 

In  order  to  get  a  "check-up"  on  the  conditions  in  my  neighboring  counties, 
I  sent  out  a  sort  of  a  questionnaire  to  some  six  or  seven  Pomona  Grange  Secre- 
taries, asking  the  following  questions: 

1.  Has  your  Grange  lost  or  gained  in  membership  during  the  past  year? 

2.  If  a  loss,  why? 

3.  Are  the  members'  dues  being  paid  up  as  well  as  usual? 

4.  How  is  the   "Grange  Spirit"   in  your  community? 

5.  Are  the  Pomona  meetings  as  well  attended  as  in  the  past? 

6.  Have  you  any  delinquent  Granges? 

In  summing  up  the  answers,  I  found  they  were  very  much  as  I  could  answer 
for  my  own  county  of  Susquehanna.  All  had  sustained  a  loss  in  membership. 
Nearly  all  gave  the  same  reason,  the  economic  conditions  of  the  farmers.  As  a 
whole,  the  members'   dues  are  not  well  paid. 

But  every  cloud  has  a  bright  side.  Without  an  exception  they  all  reported 
that  the  "Grange  Spirit"  was  good.  One  Secretary  said  that  it  was  never  better. 
Another  made  the  comment  that  the  members  we  are  now  taking  in  are  real 
Orange  people.  So  I  believe  that  in  northeastern  Pennsylvania,  while  we  have 
sustained  a  loss  in  membership  and  may  have  a  still  greater  loss  due  to  the  in- 
ability  of  people  to  pay  their  dues,  the  Grange  is  still  marching  ahead  and  that 
the  principles  laid  down  by  the  founders  of  our  Order  more  than  a  half  cen- 
tury ago,  and  closely  followed  by  jur  leaders  ever  since,  are  good  enough  to  carry 
us  through  these  depressing  times  and  strong  enough  to  build  upon  in  the  future. 

Then  let  us  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder,  having  faith  in  God  and  our  fellow- 
men  Hope  for  a  bright  future  with  charity  for  all;  continue  to  persevere  until 
we  hear  the  final  plaudit,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant  " 
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Oft    in   danger,    oft    in    woe,  «. 

Onward   Granger,    onward    go. 
Fight  the  fight,  maintain  the  strife, 
Strengthen  with  the  bread  of  life. 

Let  not  sorrow  dim  your  eye. 
Soon   shall   every   tear   be   dry; 
Let  not  fears  your  course  impede, 
Great  your  strength,  if  great  your  need. 

Onward  then,  in  battle  move, 
More  than  conquerors  we  shall  prove.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

In  submitting  this  annual  report,  I  again  wish  to  thank  all  officers  and  mem- 
bers  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.  While  our  prin- 
cipal contact  is  with  the  Secretaries  of  the  Subordinate  Granges,  we  must  depend 
upon  all  Grange  officers  for  help  and  support  in  carrying  on  our  work  most 
effectively.  Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  evidence  of  a  fine  spirit  of 
cooperation  by  Grange  officers  and  Secretaries  must  be  commended  for  their 
efforts  in  reporting  Grange  conditions  under  the  most  trying  circumstances.  Our 
report  is  largely  statistical  and  we  follow  the  usual  order. 
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The  Grange  year  closed  on  September  30,  and  our  record  in  Pennsylvania 
shows  a  total  of  830  Granges,  with  a  total  membership  of  62,000,  as  against 
67,205  ^on  September  30,  1932.  During  the  year  nine  Granges  were  reorganized 
and  two  new  Granges  were  organized. 

A  year  ago  we  had  839  Granges;  adding  eleven  organizations  gives  us  a  total 
of  850.  We  were  obliged  to  drop  from  the  roll  some  Granges  due  to  dormancy 
and  disbandment.  This  number  totals  twenty,  leaving  a  total  number  on  our 
roll  of  830  Granges.

LEGISLATION 

Since  our  meeting  a  year  ago,  the  1933  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
met,  and  is  well  known  there  is  now  in  progress  a  Special  Session  that  con- 
vened November  13  and  is  scheduled  to  adjourn  December  21.  Pursuant  to  the 
action  of  the  State  Grange  at  Williamsport,  every  effort  was  made  to  carry 
out  the  orders  of  the  State  Grange.  Not  only  this,  but  our  activity  covered  an 
interest  in  all  general  policies  of  our  Order.  Matters  that  concern  Agriculture 
not  covered  by  Grange  resolutions  received  our  careful  attention.  The  greatest 
hindrance  to  a  highly  successful  Assembly  in  1933  was  three  groups  in  the  Leg- 
islature all  working  from  different  viewpoints,  but  even  with  this  condition,  we 
fared  better  than  might  be  expected  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  report: 

As  will  be  remembered  much  stress  was  laid  upon  Government  economy 
and  according  to  instructions  of  the  State  Grange,  we  had  introduced  House 
Bills  Nos.  932  and  933  sponsored  by  Brother  McCandless  of  Butler.  Bill  No. 
9932  aimed  to  reduce  the  salary  of  all  State  employees.  The  House  Committee 
was  interested  in  several  resolutions  that  aimed  to  do  what  our  Bill  intended, 
and  therefore,  the  Grange  supported  the  salary  reduction  measure  introduced  in 
the  Senate,  that  passed  the  Senate  as  well  as  the  House  and  was  finally  recon- 
sidered  in  the   House  and  defeated. 

The  measure  introduced  by  Mr.  McCandless  passed  both  the  House  and 
Senate. 

The  old  question  of  centralizing  assessments  as  well  as  the  collection  of 
taxes  again  came  to  the  gront  in  many  bills.  Our  efforts  joined  with  others 
who  believe  as  we  do  prevented  any  of  these  measures  from  passage. 

We  had  definite  instructions  at  Williamsport  on  the  question  of  school 
affairs  as  outlined  on  Page  98  of  our  Journal  of  Proceedings  and  pursuant  to 
this  action,  every  effort  was  made  to  prevent  the  passage  of  House  Bill  690, 
better  known  as  the  School  Code,  The  opposition  to  this  measure  increased 
as  time  passed  and  early  in  the  Session,  the  sponsors  of  the  Bill  abandoned 
the  idea  and  in  its  stead  introduced  Bills  that  covered  in  a  large  measure  the 
subjects    of    consolidation,    reduction    of    teacher's   salaries,    transportation,    voca- 
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tional  education,  and  reduced  subsidy  by  the  Commonwealth  to  the  School  Dis- 
tricts. The  result  of  this  maneuvering  was  as  follows:  House  Bill  1371  passed 
the  Assembly  but  was  vetoed  by  the  Governor,  1374  giving  School  Directors 
authority  to  reduce  teacher's  salaries  passed  and  was  approved  by  the  Governor 
and  1384,  1385,  1386  went  down  to  defeat.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  Grange 
and  others  who  think  as  we  do  on  the  question  of  consolidation  and  the  gen- 
eral terms  of  the  School  Code  there  might  be  a  different  story  to  tell  With 
this  involved  situation  of  the  School  Code  and  the  concentration  of  every  effort 
of  certain  groups  to  pass  other  legislation,  it  became  an  impossible  task  to  pass 
our  School  Subsidy  Bill  which  involves  $3,500,000  more  money  for  our  third 
and  fourth  class  school  districts.  This  increased  amount  was  used  as  a  means  to 
defeat  the  measure.  The  Grange  Subsidy  Bill  is  still  acknowledged  as  the 
most  feasible  plan  to  bring  our  School  Districts  out  of  distress. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  we  had  introduced  House  Bill  1173 
sponsored  by  Brother  Shettel  and  under  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  a  flat  in- 
come  tax  of  5%  would  be  collected  on  all  incomes  above  $5000,— one-half  of 
the  revenue  to  be  used  for  school  districts  to  relieve  local  taxation  and  one-half 
to  unemployment  relief  until  such  time  when  there  is  no  need  for  this  when  the 
entire  proceeds  would  be  used  for  school  district  purposes.  There  were  other 
'J'm^^'V^''  /"^  Assembly  but  none  that  possessed  the  merit  of  the  Grange 

Bill.  As  may  be  expected  the  Bill  did  not  pass,  and  the  greatest  obstacle  in 
the  way  was  the  declaration  by  thousands  of  people  that  there  must  be  no  new 
taxes.  We  should  not  be  misled  in  this  matter  for  if  House  Bill- 11 73  had 
become  a  law  those  who  are  not  now  paying  near  their  share  of  taxes  would  be 
obhged  to  help  to  carry  the  burden  that  real  estate  now  bears.  It  is  not  new  taxes 
that   we  want,   but   an  equalization   of   the   burden. 

w^   iP*"!    °^r  '^!    '^°"'    measures    in    the    Legislature    was    Senate    Bill    334    that 
would    classify    farmers    who    haul    their    neighbors'    milk    as    Common    Carreers 
Briefly  stated,   if   enacted   into   law,  this  would   have   legalized   OrdTr   No     29   of 
the  Public  Service  Commission.      We  succeeded  in  preventing  its  passage  after  a 
hard  light  in  which   many  interests  were  involved. 

Senate  Bill  No.   72  that  aimed  to  affix  heavy  penalties  for  chicken  stealing 
was  originally  a  Grange  Bill  in  the  1931  Session  and  Dr.  Prince  again  sponsored 
the  measure.      It   Passed   both   the  Senate  and  the  House  but   was   vetoed   by  the 
Governor.      Another    Bill    of   much    merit   was   House    Bill   413    by   Mr     Schrock 
that  aimed  to  reduce  the  maximum   tax  millage   for   road  purposes  from  ten   to 
seven  mills      This  Bill  passed  both   the  House  and  Senate  and  was  later  recon- 
sidered  and    unexpectedly    defeated.      Reconsideration    of    final   actions    at    unex- 
pected   times   was   a   trick    in   the   last    session.      This   same    method    was    used   to 
kill  the  Snyder-Armstrong  Act   after  the  passage  of   the  Bill  to   repeal   the  Blue 
Laws.     The  victory  was  won,  but  Senators  McClure  and  Owlet  moved  for  recon- 
sideration  and   the   Blue   Laws   were   repealed. 

rr..  J^t  ^\Tu  ^'^"^  ^uf  ^i"^^^'.  contended  that  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
menc  should  be  responsible  for  damages  incident  to  the  change  of  highway 
hnes  by  reason  of  relocations  and  we  finally  won  in  the  passage  of  Senate  Bill 
435  that  has  been  approved  by  the  Governor  and  is  now  a  law  of  the  State. 

The  instructions  to  oppose  a  Sales  Tax  were  heeded  and  House  Bill  1480 
that  aimed  to  continue  Sales  Tax  did  not  pass.  The  same  was  true  of  the  effort 
to  amend  the  insurance  laws  which  would  place  an  undue  burden  on  our  Grange 
Fire    Insurance   Companies. 

The  most  involved  question  before  the  Legislation  of  importance  to  our 
rural  people  was  the  legislation  concerning  highways.  Four  important  measures 
were  before  the  Assembly:  one,  to  take  over  all  highways  of  the  State  by  the 
Commonwealth,    another   known   as   the   Williamson   Bill,   another   known  as  the 
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Parkinson  Bill,  and  then  another  to  take  over  one-third  of  the  road  mileage 
by  the  Commonwealth.  The  definite  instruction  of  the  State  Grange  were  that 
Ic  of  the  gasoline  tax  shall  be  paid  back  to  the  townships  in  proportion  to  the 
miles  of  unimproved  roads.  Naturally  it  can  be  seen  that  your  Legislative  Com- 
mittee was  in  a  peculiar  position.  The  Supervisors  Association  of  Pennsylvania 
which  was  the  original  sponsor  of  the  idea  to  return  Ic  of  the  gas  tax  deserted 
its  former  position  and  favored  the  Williamson  Bill.  The  Legislative '  Commit- 
tee and  your  Legislative  Agent  took  the  position  advocated  by  the  State  Grange 
to  carry  out  the  dictates  of  the  Order. 

The  problem  before  the  Legislature  as   the  Grange   saw  it  was  to   get  relief 
in  our  high  Road  Tax  Bill.      Many   letters  from  Granges  as  well  as  Grange  ac- 
tions during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  indicated  that  there  was  strong  senti- 
ment  among   rural   people   that  something   must   be   done   to   relieve   the   tax   sit- 
uation.      Fortunately    for    the    farmers    and    home    owners,    the    law    that    was 
enacted  through  the   passage  of   the   Parkinson   Bill  sets  up   the   machinery  that 
will  enable  every  road  district  in  Pennsylvania  to  reduce  its  road  taxes.     While 
the  operation  of  this  measure  will  not  go  into  effect  until  January    1,   1934    we 
can   look    for    relief,    to    this   new    law.      A   continuance    of   the    Parkinson   Law 
beyond   1935   will  place  our  second   class  townships  in  a   position  where   the   tax 
bill    will   be    only    nominal.      This   report   must   naturally   be    condensed    and   we 
shall  be  glad  to  answer  in  detail  any  question  concerning  the  Legislative  interests 
of  the  Grange  in  which  we  were  engaged.      Many  details  cannot  be  reported  in 
a  condensed  report.     Every  Grange  should  interest  itself  in  the  matters  that  con- 
cern their  Grange,   their  township,   their  county  and  their  state  relating  to  laws 
that  should  be   made  to  give   relief  from  our  burdensome  taxation,  and  to  pro- 
vide  a    chance   for   the   farmer  to  prosper   instead   of  the  endurance  of  a   mere 
existence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  FLORA 

Wordiy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  this,  my  first  report  as  Flora  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  I  wish  to 
thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  and  to  say  that  I  consider 
It  a  privilege  to  serve  in  Flora's  station. 

During  the  year  I  have  attended  grange  meetings  in  ten  counties,  the  Lee- 
turers  conference  at  State  College,  and  assisted  in  the  installation  of  officers  of 
one  Pomona,  and  six  subordinate  Granges. 

Many  changes  have  come  about  in  the  past  year,  changes  some  of  which  we 
as  members  of  our  great  farm  organization  do  not  approve,  but  may  we  ever 
keep  a  sober  brain,  a  steady  hand,  and  a  steadfast  purpose  to  hold  firm  to  those 
Ideals  for  which  the  Grange  has  ever  stood.  Nations  may  repeal  laws  and  legal- 
ize  evil,  but  God  does  not  repeal  his  commands  nor  his  punishment  for  diso- 
bedience. 

Pennsylvania  within  the  past  year  has  adopted  an  official  State  Flower  and 
was  the  last  state  of  the  Union  to  do  so. 

The  General  Assembly  laid  on  Governor  Pinchot's  desk  two  bills  and  left  it 
to  him  to  make  the  choice.     The  one  bill  designated  the  Azalea,  and  the  other 
the  Mountain  Laurel.     The  Governor  signed  the  bill  making  the  mountain  laurel 
the   State   Flower  of  Pennsylvania. 

Perhaps  no  flower  is  more  beautiful  in  symmetry,  color  and  design  than  is 
that  of  the  mountain  laurel,  and  all  in  all  it  is  a  very  appropriate  flower.  The 
only  serious  objection  to  it  is  its  poisonous  character  if  eaten,  but  perhaps  since 
it  has  been  chosen  as  the  state  flower  everybody  will  become  informed  as  to  its 
poisonous  qualities  and  the  result  will  be  less  loss  of  life  than  before. 

May  we  who  are  in  such  close  touch  with  the  unspoiled  beauties  and  mar- 
vels  of  nature  by  which  we  are  surrounded  not  be  content  to  enjoy  its  beauty,  but 
to  do  our  part  towards  protecting  our  native  wild  flowers  and  shrubs,  which  are 
in  danger  of  extermination  through  the  thoughtless  vandals  who  destroy  in  order 
that  they  may  enjoy  them  for  a  brief  time  and  perhaps  leave  the  germ  of  future 
beauty  and  abundance  dead  or  dying  by  the  roadside,  or  exposed  to  the  swelter- 
ing sun  on  the  side  of  a  speeding  car. 

The  emblem  of  the  sixth  degree  is  the  rosebud,  but  the  rose  and  the  moun- 
tain laurel  are  not  just  flowers,  they  are  symbols  of  a  Spiritual  property  which 
may  be  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  everyone  of  which  no  one  may  sell  and  no  one 
can  buy. 

Depressions  come  and  we  hope  they  go,  some  days  seem  heavy  with  trouble 
and  black  with  despair,  but  look  at  the  beauty  and  enjoy  the  fragrance  of  a  rose, 
and  courage,  joy  and  oft  old  memories  will  be  revived.  Flowers  have  a  refining 
and  elevating  influence   upon  the   human   heart. 

"Who    works   'mongst    roses    soon    will    find

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  DEPRESSION 

Worthy  Master,   fellow  members  of  the   Pennsylvania   State  Grange: 

I  am  not  here  to  entertain  you;  I  am  not  an  entertainer.  Brother  Jones 
has  given  me  a  topic.  I  wish  to  say  that  I  talked  on  the  same  topic  at  our  Po- 
mona Grange  last  June.  But  I  want  to  say  to  the  Cambria  County  people  that 
that  was  principally  history;  it  was  just  a  history  of  the  depression.  But  if  I 
have  time,  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  something  deeper  than  that.  I  want 
to  give  you  an  idea  of  how  the  depression  has  worked. 
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There  are  many  causes  of  the  depression.  But  there  are  two  things  that 
bring  in  depression,  from  the  dormant  civilization,  since  we  had  a  government 
and  a  standard  to  measure  the  value  of  our  produce  and  wages.  In  time  of  war 
the  need  went  up.  The  demand  was  greater  than  the  supply.,  People  have  been 
trying  all  along  the  ages  to  keep  war  time  wages  in  time  of  peace.  Adam  Smith 
has  been  dead  a  great  many  years,  but  he  said  you  can't  keep  war  time  prices  up 
after  a  war.     That  is  one  reason  why  we  have  to  make  an  adjustment. 

There  have  been  depressions  all  along  the  ages.  Not  as  severe  as  this,  but 
the  depression  of  '93  was  altogether  overproduction.  They  produce  more  than 
ia  necessary  and  the  prices  automatically  come  down.  I'll  start  with  1857.  This 
was  called  the  panic  of  1857,  although  it  continued  for  several  years.  I  was 
only  born  in  1852,  so  I  don't  remember  much  about  '57.  You  people  cannot 
realize  what  we  went  through  in  '59,  '60  and  the  beginning  of  *61.  The  Civil 
War  put  an  end  to  that  depression.  This  year  does  not  compare  to  the  way  we 
had  to  live  in  those  years.  It  gets  on  your  nerves  when  you  hear  that  in  these 
days  of  plenty  people  are  starving.  We  had  to  live  as  close  as  we  possibly  could. 
We  lived  on  rye  bread  and  made  coffee  out  of  roasted  rye.  And  I  don't  think 
we  were  undernourished.  Children  died,  but  not  from  malnutrition.  Most  of 
the  children  were  not  undernourished,  and  they  grew  up  into  stout  and  healthy 
men  and  women. 

In  the  panic  of  '57  we  had  a  different  system  of  money,  and  there  was  no 
national  currency  at  all.  The  bank  notes  were  good  only  as  long  as  the  bank 
was  good.  When  the  depression  came  the  banks  closed  one  after  another.  If 
you  happened  to  have  a  bank  note  in  your  possession  when  the  bank  closed  you 
were  the  loser.  The  fellow  that  held  the  note  the  day  the  bank  closed  was  respon- 
sible. If  you  would  give  me  a  note  this  evening  and  the  bank  had  closed  today, 
you  would  be  responsible.  If  it  closed  tomorrow,  I  would  be  responsible.  You 
could  not  keep  your  money  overnight  because  you  did  not  know  if  it  would  be 
good  the  next  day. 

When  we  got  national  currency  we  thought  that  was  done  for,  but  I  want  to 
say  before  we  start  on  economic  questions,  that  our  trouble  today  is  not  as  much 
economic  as  it  is  moral,  social  and  ethical.  If  we  had  the  same  kind  of  citizens 
today  that  we  had  in  former  depressions  we  would  have  altogether  different  con- 
ditions. Time  won't  permit  me  to  discuss  that  in  detail,  but  I  want  to  give  you 
the  history  of  the  depression.  The  cost  of  living  was  another  thing  that  was 
quite  different.  Living  was  cheap.  The  cost  of  living  got  so  high;  that  made 
quite  a  difference.  That  came  about  on  account  of  having  too  much  credit.  It 
war.  a  custom  that  any  young  man  didn't  think  of  getting  married  unless  he  had 
enough  to  keep  up  housekeeping  and  then  it  was  a  custom  to  save,  not  to  start 
until  you  could  save. 

Before  this  depression  there  had  been  a  mania  of  spending.  People  spent 
their  money  as  soon  as  they  made  it.  You  don't  need  to  go  out  to  the  city  of 
Johnstown,  but  I  can  point  to  the  young  men  who  helped  to  build  this  building. 
They  made  $12  a  day  for  working  eight  hours,  for  two  years  on  this  building. 
And  I  can  point  out  several  of  them  that  are  living  in  rented  houses  today  and 
have  not  paid  rent  for  three  years.  You  didn't  have  those  conditions  to  contend 
with  then.  If  the  people  before  this  depression  had  lived  the  same  as  the  people 
lived  before  the  depressions  of  the  '70s  and  the  '90s,  there  would  be  no  depres- 
sion of  this  kind.  There  was  no  federal  or  state  relief  then,  but  it  put  a  strain 
on  the  county  poor  board.  Most  of  the  relief  work  was  done  by  the  neighbors. 
The  question  is,  where  is  all  the  money  to  come  from  to  keep  the  unemployed? 
And  the  important  part  is,  what  is  going  to  become  of  those  people?  However, 
I  am  not  in  favor  of  taking  care  of  people  that  can  take  care  of  themselves. 
But  when  you  have  a  system  of  taking  money  from  the  people  who  saved  their 
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money  to  buy  and  maintain  property,  to  keep  people  who  spent  their  money 
recklessly,  you  have  to  find  some  other  system  before  you  ever  get  out  of  the  de- 
pression. 

•  Another  difference  is  our  debt.  There  was  no  public  debt  in  former  depres- 
sions. Now,  pretty  near  everything  is  bonded.  Take  our  state,  our  cities,  our 
townships  and  boroughs,  there  is  a  bonded  indebtedness  on  every  one  of  them.  I 
don't  know  what  is  going  to  become  of  us.  But  we  have  to  try  to  meet  our  obli- 
gations, and  here  again  I  don't  see  any  relief.  Take  the  amendments  to  our 
Constitution  in  the  last  election,  and  the  people  themselves  voted  for  them.  As 
long  as  we  have  that  condition,  it  is  a  condition  of  the  people.  It  is  a  question 
of  the  right  kind  of  people,  the  right  kind  of  citizens.  The  moral  and  ethical 
standards  are  wrong.  In  times  of  the  other  depressions,  the  big  bulk  of  the  peo- 
ple thought  differently  of  money.  The  only  thing  they  considered  was  whether 
they  got  it  honest,  or  whether  they  got  it  legal. 

Before  we  get  out  of  the  depression,  not  only  wages  have  to  come  down,  but 
we  have  to  reduce  our  system  of  government.  We  will  never  get  out  of  the  de- 
pression under  that  condition.  The  taxes  get  too  high.  The  cases  in  the  town- 
ship where  I  live  might  be  a  little  bit  different  from  some  sections,  but  in  1905 
my  school  tax  was  fifteen  dollars  and  some  odd  cents.  Since  that  time  I  sold  part 
of  the  property  and  got  rid  of  my  stock.  For  the  last  several  years  the  taxes 
came  down  a  little,  but  last  year  my  taxes  were  $127.68.  If  we  were  taxed  as  in 
former  days  it  would  be  much  easier  to  get  out  of  the  depression.  But  as  long 
as  you  have  to  spend  every  cent  you  can  get  to  pay  your  taxes,  you  never  can 
have  buying  power. 

Pennsylvania  is  not  the  only  state  that  has  a  school  system  that  the  people 
cannot  support.  The  time  the  Edmonds  Act  went  into  effect  many  conditions 
were  changed.  I  was  always  in  favor  of  good  schools.  When  our  teachers  were 
getting  only  $25  per  month,  and  other  districts  were  paying  $45,  I  used  my  in- 
fluence to  have  these  salaries  raised.  Through  my  efforts  their  salaries  were 
raised  to  $40  and  $45  per  month.  That  was  in  1911.  In  1921  when  the  Finne- 
gan  Amendment  came  through,  our  Superintendent,  Dr.  Bentz,  explained  it  to 
us.  I  was  opposed  to  it,  principally  because  I  thought  the  people  could  not  af- 
ford to  pay  the  expenses.  I  am  in  favor  of  education,  although  I  never  had 
very  much  schooling.  I  was  the  only  one  in  the  family  that  couldn't  teach  school. 
I  had  a  brother  who  taught  for  $25   a  month. 

The  school  system  is  a  system  that  we  can't  support.  I  am  in  favor  of  as 
good  a  school  system  as  the  people  can  support,  but  we  will  have  to  set  that  limit. 

But  I  want  to  take  your  attention  for  a  few  minutes  to  another  thing.  Mr. 
Jones  told  you  that  I  studied  economics,  and  I  got  interested  during  the  '93 
panic.  But  now  it  was  the  time. that  cities  started  to  electrify  their  streets  for 
electric  railways.  Thousands  of  horses  were  put  off  and  the  prices  of  horses 
came  down.  What  I  want  to  prove  is  this,  that  the  supply  will  adjust  itself  to 
the  demand.  Keep  that  in  mind.  And  prices  will  adjust  themselves  to  the  cost 
of  production.     Some  fellow  stated  there  was  no  use  to   raise  horses  in  the  United 

States  any  more,  as  the  demand  was  gone.     Russell  G.  came  back  and 

advised  the  people  to  raise  horses.  He  said  if  there  were  only  one  thousand 
horses  needed  in  the  United  States,  when  the  demand  would  adjust  itself  to  that 
standard  then  production  would  adjust  itself  to  the  demand,  and  whoever  would 
raise  those  one  thousand  horses  would  get  the  cost  of  production  for  them.  It  is 
a  fundamental  principle,  and  they  work  themselves  out  in  spite  of  hell  itself. 
But  he  went  on  and  said  that  if  there  were  only  a  hundred  horses  needed,  the 
people  who  raised  them  would  get  the  cost  of  production  out  of  them  If  there 
were  only  ten  horses  needed,  the  people  who  raised  them  would  get  the  cost  of 
production.     I  watched  the  markets  for  forty  years  after  that,  and  that  is  true. 
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I  am  now  ready  to  give  out  my  other  point  and  I  suppose  that  some  of 
you  won't  agree.  Probably  some  of  our  very  good  members  will  not  agree,  but  I 
want  to  bring  out  the  principle.  In  1916  I  was  president  of  our  Farm  Bureau. 
Our  farm  agent  came  to  me  with  literature  about  the  farm  loan.  The  idea  was 
to  give  the  money  to  people  who  had  no  other  credit.  I  am  not  rich  yet,  but 
what  was  the  idea  of  giving  credit  to  the  men  who  had  no  credit  at  all?  Hard 
times  had  not  yet  come  and  there  wasn't  a  very  great  need  for  the  loan.  But 
that  is  not  the  trouble.  They  put  that  money  out  to  the  farmers  who  had  failed 
to  make  their  operations  payable  and  some  of  them  were  on  farms  that  could 
noc  be  made  payable.  Many  of  them  were  good  farms  and  the  trouble  was  with 
the  farmer.  And  I  told  him  then,  before  there  was  one  cent  put  out  in  our  coun- 
ty, if  the  government  is  going  to  give  money  to  farmers  who  can't  make  it  pay 
to  raise  crops,  then  there  is  going  to  be  overproduction.  They  are  going  to 
put  more  on  the  market  than  the  market  demands,  prices  will  come  down,  and 
we  stop  the  fundamental  principle  of  cost  of  production.  The  principle  of  the 
cost  of  production  will  adjust  itself  to  this.  If  he  can't  make  his  operations  pay, 
there  is  no  need  for  the  government  to  come  in  and  make  him  a  loan.  As  long 
as  the  government  is  going  to  use  money  for  this,  to  raise  produce  that  ought 
not  <to  be  raised,  you  will  never  get  the  cost  of  produce  up.  It  will  never  go  up 
as  long  as  the  government  hinders  the   fundamental   principle.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

On  December  16th  the  State  Master  and  Executive  Committee  met  in  the 
Lycoming  Hotel  at  Williamsport.  The  Committee  was  organized  for  the  year 
with  Brother  S.  A.  Harshaw  as  Chairman  and  Kenzie  S.  Bagshaw  as  Secretary. 
A  general  discussion  of  plans  for  the  ensuing  year  followed,  in  which  several  eco- 
nomic changes  were  made.  It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  that  the  State  Grange 
should  again  have  a  booth  at  the  Pennsylvania  Farm  Show  and  the  Worthy  Mas- 
ter appointed  a  committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  After  consider- 
ing many  phases  of  the  Grange  work,  the  Committee  adjourned  to  meet  in  Har- 
risburg,  where  the  National  Master  gave  many  helpful  suggestions  for  maintain- 
ing the  Grange  membership  in  Pennsylvania.  It  was  at  this  meeting  that  a  series 
of  booster  meetings  attended  by  an  officer  of  the  National  Grange  had  its  origin. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  a  substantial  growth  in  the  Pennsylvania  volume 
of  business  of  the  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company,  the  one  official 
Grange  Automobile  Insurance  Company.  This  increase  coupled  with  a  very 
favorable  loss  and  accident  experience,  together  with  careful  and  conservative 
directorship,  has  enabled  our  Company  to  adjust  their  rates  until  a  substantial 
savings  is  afforded  to  our  members  in  their  automobile  insurance  costs.  The 
Company  issues  a  full  standard  policy,  granting  Public  Liability,  Property  Dam- 
age, Collision,  Fire  and  Theft  coverages. 

We  would  also  direct  attention  to  our  Grange  Life  Insurance  Company,  with 
increased  assets  and  surplus.  The  remarkable  growth  and  the  enviable  position 
in  the  life  insurance  world  attained  by  our  Grange  I-ife  Insurance  Company  is  a 
direct  result  of  the  high  ideals  of  service  which  imbues  those  connected  with  the 
Grange  Company.

The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  Johnstown  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  to  the  Local  Grange  Committee  for  the  cooperation  in 
making  our  delegates  and   visitors   comfortable   and   this   convention  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  we  present  to  you  the  annual  report 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Home  Economics  Committee. 

We  are  very  happy  in  being  instrumental  in  directing  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able avenues  of  Grange  work.  We  are  proud  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that  there 
has  been  a  marked  increased  interest  in  this  work.  We  are  convinced  that  we 
will  have  still  better  results  when  all  the  Home  Economic  Committees  of  the  Po- 
mona and  Subordinate  Granges  understand  their  duties  more  fully.  Looking  to 
the  future,  we  believe  that  our  work  will  continue  upward  and  onward.  Every- 
where optimism  is  manifesting  itself,  there  is  a  firm  determination  to  overcome 
all  obstacles  that  lie  in  the  path  of  progress. 

During  the  year  we  were  greatly  saddened  by  the  news  of  the  death  of  one 
of  our  fellow  workers,  the  much  beloved  and  faithful  member  from  State  Col- 
lege, Miss  Madge  Bogart.  She  was  always  loyal,  efficient  and  true,  and  her  place 
will  be  hard  to  fill. 

"As  we  grow  older,  the  days  grow  shorter 
And  the  nights  grow  longer. 
And  friends  are  fewer  as  we  pass  along 
And  we  know  not  on  the  morrow 
Whether   two   shall   pass    on,    or   one   alone." 

Ac  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  asked  for  the  names  of  all  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Pomona  Home  Economics  Committees.  Of  the  fifty-eight  Pomonas  in 
the  State,  forty-six  responded,  abotit.  709r  .  To  each  of  these  Chairmen  a  letter 
was  forwarded,  outlining  our  aims  and  goals.  We  received  many  encouraging 
and  satisfactory  answers.  We  should  have  liked  to  do  more  personal  organizing 
and  conference  work,  but  as  there  are  no  provisions  for  financing  these  plans, 
it  can  readily  be  understood  that  we  had  to  abandon  the  idea.  We  designated 
this  year  a  "Home  Year,"  and  recommended  more  programs  on  the  Home,  the 
Family,  and  the  Community.  Theodore  Roosevelt  once  said  that  our  civilization 
rests  at  the  bottom  on  the  wholesomeness,  the  attractiveness,  as  well  as  on  the 
prosperity  of  life  in  the  country.  We  realize  that  the  problems  of  well  bal- 
anced rations  for  your  blooded  livestock,  the  rotations  of  crops,  the  care  of  fields 
and  orchards  are  vital  questions  for  the  farmer,  which  should  be  discussed  freely 
at  Grange  meetings.  Still,  they  pale  to  insignificance  beside  the  problems  which 
concern  the  proper  way  of  raising  our  boys  and  girls  to  become  good  and  healthy 
men  and  women  and  upright  and  loyal  citizens.. 

Never  since  our  nation  was  young  has  there  been  a  time  when  it  was  so 
necessary  to  give  more  serious  attention  to  homemaking  and  the  upbuilding  of 
the  family  than  the  present.  We  recommend  that  there  be  close  cooperation  be- 
tween the  members  of  the  Home  Economics  Committees  and  the  Lecturers,  so 
that  there  will  be  no  duplication  of  efforts.  It  would  take  too  long  to  enumerate 
all  the  various  worthwhile  projects  the  Home  Economics  Committees  have  spon- 
sored throughout  the  State  and  we  can   only  mention  a  few  of  the  high  lights. 

Seven  counties,  Beaver,  Indiana,  Juniata,  Lancaster,  Washington,  Chester 
and  Delaware,  report  a  lOO'^'r  oranization,  with  an  active  Hon^e  Economics 
Committee  in  all  Subordinate  Granges.  Washington  County  is  outstanding  in 
the  work,  some  of  their  activities  being  a  race  for  a  mile  of  pennies,  where  they 
realized  ?  176.62,  which  they  donated  toward  the  upkeep  of  a  Pomona  orchestra. 
They  also  report  names  on  all  their  halls,  a  100%,  and  besides  raised  $100  to- 
wards a  scholarship  for  an  outstanding  Grange   girl. 

Crawford  County  would  come  next,  with  38  Granges  having  Home  Eco- 
nomics  Committees  out  of  40,  and   with   many   fine  projects   of  merit   carried  to 


success,  like  names  placed  on  halls,  trees  planted,  etc.  Clearfield  and  Luzrne 
Counties  report  an  hour  devoted  to  Home  Economics  Work  at  every  Pomona 
session.  Erie  County  has  devoted  the  time  allotted  to  it  in  practical  demon- 
strations. 

Bradford  sold  cook  books  through  novel  methods  and  had  a  campaign  for 
home  improvement.  Lawrence  reports  fine  Grange  spirit  and  many  worthwhile 
projects.  Elk  did  home  and  community  welfare  work  and  conducted  Honor 
Grange  activities.  Somerset  sponsored  a  project  of  beautifying  rural  homes. 
Lehigh  and  Northampton  organized  a  flower  club  and  always  hold  an  annual 
flower  show.  Susquehanna  is  making  over  old  clothing  for  the  needy  and  is 
planning  Christmas  surprises.,  McKean  also  sponsored  a  flower  exchange  and 
exhibit.  Montgomery  is  looking  after  poor  families  and  made  three  comforts 
this  year.  Lycoming  specialized  in  neighbor  nights  and  planted  trees  and  roses 
from  the  receipts  of  the  sale  of  cook  books. 

Naturally  your  Committee  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  splendid  way  in 
which  the  Committees  have  taken  hold  of  the  work  and  all  their  various  activi- 
ties. We  hope  that  the  year  1934  will  bring  even  better  results.  No  greater 
opportunity  has  ever  existed  than  now  to  show  what  our  organization  stands  for; 
so  let  us  make  the  most  of  it  and  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to  the  great  ideals 
of  our  Order.  Let  us  draw  closer  together  and  try  to  render  unselfish  service 
to  all  our  fellowmen.  Let  us  labor  under  the  same  glorious  light  which  shone 
round  about  the  Wise  Men  of  old  and  bring  our  gifts  to  the  altar  of  human  serv- 
ice. In  closing,  your  Home  Economics  Committee  wishes  you  all  a  very  Merry 
Christmas  and  a  happy  and  joyous  New  Year.  May  the  peace  that  is  all  under- 
standing dwell  in  your  hearts  and  homes.

REPORT     OF     THE     KEYSTONE     GRANGE     EXCHANGE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  NOVEMBER  30,  1933 

Another  year  has  come  to  a  close  and  we  have  passed  our  twenty-first  mile- 
stone in  the  history  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange.  As  we  look  back  over 
the  events  of  this  last  year's  journey  we  must  exclaim  what  a  year  it  has  been. 
At  our  directors'  meeting  last  January  it  was  predicted  that  we  would  have  an- 
other lean  season  and  that  we  must  use  every  effort  to  keep  the  cost  of  operations 
down,  but  we  little  realized  what  the  year  had  in  store  for  us.  The  first  factor 
that  developed  to  retard  our  cooperative  work  was  the  crop  lien  law  and  the  Wei- 
fare  Garden  projects.  These  together  with  the  propaganda  for  less  production 
had  a  staggering  effect.      This   is  not  all  for  you   all   remember   with  regret  the 


collapse  of  our  financial  structure  the  first  of  last  March  when  the  bank  holiday 
was  declared.  Hundreds  of  our  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  who  may  have  had  suf- 
ficient funds  for  the  seed  time  were  unable  to  get  their  funds  out  of  closed  and 
restricted  banks  and  were  forced  to  buy  locally  at  retail  prices  where  they  could 
gee  credit  for  a  time.  The  Exchange  was  very  fortunate  to  have  but  TWO  checks 
on  which  they  had  to  extend  a  moratorium  and  we  are  happy  to  report  that  both 
these  checks  have  been  made-  good  since  that  time,  so  we  did  not  have  a  single 
loss  from  this  unpleasant  situation.  However,  the  banking  situation  in  general 
did  have  a  most  serious  effect  on  our  cooperative  grange  buying  units  and  thus* 
cut  down  our  volume  to  a  very  meager  amount.  Another  factor  that  is  breaking 
up  our  cooperative  units  is  the  changing  from  railroad  to  truck  deliveries  in  that 
section  of  our  state  where  they  can  go  to  Baltimore  and  get  material  easily.  This 
breaks  down  the  Grange  unit  and  it  becomes  individual  buying.  Binder  Twine 
is  one  subject  on  which  we  had  a  record  in  number  of  bales  sold  equal  to  that 
any  other  season.  The  twine  was  guaranteed  to  be  equal  to  either  the  Inter- 
national or  Plymouth  cordage  and  we  are  glad  to  report  not  a  complaint  was 
received  during  the  season. 

Evergreen  Seedlings  is  a  new  commodity  added  to  our  list  this  year  and 
shows  sales  of  some  twenty-five  to  thirty  thousand  seedlings.  We  have  arranged 
with  the  same  nursery  to  fill  your  orders  the  coming  season. 

Could  we  have  kept  the  refunds  made  you  on  seeds  and  commercial  fer- 
tilizers we  would  have  broken  even  but  we  find  a  deficit  on  the  year  that  equals 
the  refunds  made. 

Those  who  are  keeping  in  touch  with  the  trend  of  affairs  in  the  business 
world  know  what  we  have  been  up  against  the  whole  year  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 
The  increasing  costs  of  manufactured  goods  which  the  farmer  buys  and  the 
very  slight  advance,  if  any,  in  the  price  he  gets  for  his  products  is  putting  him 
in  a  very  serious  position.  One  way  to  help  relieve  the  situation  is  for  our  mem- 
bers to  unite  their  buying  power  through  one  centralized  agency  and  get  the 
benefit  of  buying  in  larger  quantities.  We  must  have  more  support  from  the 
Subordinate  Granges  if  you  want  to  keep  the  Exchange  in  position  where  it  can 
be  a  factor  in  leveling  prices. 

The  manager  has  done  his  best  to  keep  expenses  down  and  has  voluntarily 
reduced  his  salary  to  help  relieve  the  situation.  The  fact  that  we  are  passing 
one  of  the  worst  financial  crisis  in  history,  I  am  sure  you  will  not  expect  a  glow- 
ing report  for  the  year.  .

REPORT  OF  INSURANCE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

The  field  of  insurance  continues  to  hold  its  place  in  the  front  ranks  of 
Grange  endeavor  and  constitutes  the  largest  single  item  of  Grange  cooperative 
effort.  So  extensive  has  this  field  of  service  grown  that  today  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  are  invested  annually  by  Pennsylvania  Grange  members  in 
our  various  Grange  insurance  projects. 

This  colossal  investment  carries  with  it  a  responsibility  and  challenge  to  this 
State  Grange  to  give  every  possible  aid  toward  the  development  and  stabilization 
of  each  and  every  Grange  Cooperative  Insurance  Enterprise.  Their  success  will 
rebound  to  the  honor  and  glory' of  this  Grange  and  a  single  failure  will  reflect 
disastrously  upon  this  body. 

In  view  of  the  widespread  interest  of  our  Patrons  in  the  field  of  Grange 
service  we  believe  that  a  grave  mistake  was  made  in  failing  to  list  our  various 
companies  in  the  1933  issue  of  our  State  Grange  Register,  as  our  Grange  mas- 
ters and  Officers  have  been  unable  to  direct  their  members  to  the  source  of  this 
service.  Therefore  we  would  recommend  that  henceforth,  until  otherwise  directed 
by  this  State  Grange  Bo4y,  that  each  and  every  issue  of  the  Grange  Register  shall 
contain  the  Hst  of  our  various  Grange  Fire,  Life,  Casualty,  and  Automobile  In- 
surance Companies. 

Fire   Insurance 

Our  twenty-four  Pennsylvania  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies 
continue  to  render  an  invaluable  service  to  our  members  throughout  this  state, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  of  our  companies  have  suffered  unusually 
heavy  losses  during  the  past  several  years.  This  loss  has,  in  some  instances,  neces- 
sitated  the  levying  of  additional  assessments  to  meet  the  claim  costs.  From  some 
sections  come  faint  mumblings  of  dissatisfaction  from  among  a  few  who  are  ob- 
jecting to  the  additional  assessments.  We  can  do  no  better  than  to  remind  these 
few  that  they  have  entered  into  a  mutual  cooperative  project  and  that  a  GOOD 
COOPERATOR  will  stand  loyally  by  in  times  of  adversity  as  well  as  in  times  of 
plenty.  The  only  fair  way  to  determine  Grange  Fire  Insurance  costs  is  to  con- 
sider the  average  cost  throughout  a  period  of  years.  This  average  cost  in  our 
Grange  Companies  will  show  a  decided  savings  over  the  same  type  of  service 
secured  elsewhere.  The  very  fact  that  a  low  rate  consistently  prevailed  in  the 
days  prior  to  the  present  depression  certainly  would  preclude  that  these  low  rates 
will  again  be  effective  upon  the  return  to  economic  normalcy. 
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We  would  recommend  that  all  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Companies  endeavor 
to  build  a  substantial  reserve  to  tide  them  over  emergencies  and  that  they  main- 
tain close  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  agency  force  at  all  times  and  thus  avoid 
the  possibility  of  overloading  and  excessive  coverages. 

Automobile  Insurance 

The  automotive  age  in  which  we  are  living  has  left  in  its  wake  a  harrowing 
story  of  death  and  destruction.  During  the  past  fifteen  years  in  these  United 
States  we  have  killed  upon  the  Highways  of  this  County  more  than  325,000  per- 
sons. This  is  25,000  more  Americans  than  were  killed  in  action  or  died  of 
wounds  sustained  upon  the  battle  fields  in  all  of  the  wars  in  which  this  Nation 
has  been  engaged. 

Year  by  year  the  highway  casualties  have  increased  at  an  accelerating  speed, 
until  last  year,  with  our  automobiles,  we  killed,  in  this  country,  on  an  average  of 
eighty  persons  a  day  or  one  every  eighteen  minutes  and  we  injured  persons  at 
the  rate  of  one  every  thirty-five  seconds.  Each  year  property  is  damaged  which 
exceeds  in  value  more  than  five  times  the  value  of  all  the  gold  mined  yearly 
throughout  the  entire  world.  This  growing  highway  hazard  coupled  with  the 
present  trend  toward  compulsory  automobile  liability  insurance  legislation  tends 
to  popularize  this  type  of  insurance  service  until  it  is  only  a  matter  of  a  short 
time  until  every  automobile  owner  will  seek  reliable  insurance.  The  Grange  is  in 
a  position  to  provide  this  form  of  insurance  coverage  to  their  members  at  a 
substantial  saving  in  premium  costs. 

Nearly  eleven  years  ago,  on  March  28,  1923,  The  Executive  Committee  of 
The  National  Grange  organized  The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company 
with  the  Home  Office  at  Keene,  New  Hampshire.  This  Company  was  organized 
by  the  National  Grange  for  the  purpose  of  providing  automobile  insurance  for 
the  exclusive  benefit  of  Grange  members.  Through  the  splendid  cooperation  of 
our  members  together  with  the  most  favorable  experience  and  wise  and  conserva- 
tive directorship  the  company  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  it  is  regarded 
today  as  one  of  the  most  substantial  insurance  companies  in  this  Country.  Our 
Company  is  given  the  rating  of  "A-Excellent"  which  is  the  highest  rating  given 
to  any  insurance  company  in  America.  The  Company  writes  a  FULL  STAND- 
ARD POLICY  which  provides  for  Public  Liability,  Property  Damage,  Collision, 
Fire  and  Theft  coverages. 

Because  of  the  growing  demand  for  automobile  insurance  among  farm 
folks  today,  this  project  provides  not  only  an  opportunity  for  our  present  mem- 
bership to  enjoy  a  substantial  savings  in  their  insurance  costs,  but  it  provides  also 
an  instrument  with  which  our  Grange  movement  may  build  substantially  to  its 
membership. 

We  would  suggest  that  Grange  Officers  and  members,  in  their  canvass  for 
new  members,  place  emphasis  upon  this  well  established  Grange  enterprise. 

Life   Insurance 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  prog- 
ress for  our  Grange  Life  Insurance  Company,  the  Farmers  and  Traders  of 
Syracuse,  New  York.  Assets  and  surplus  are  at  a  new  high,  having  increased 
to  more  than  six  and  one  half  millions  of  dollars.  During  the  past  three  years 
of  economic  distress  every  claim  of  whatsoever  kind  has  been  easily  met  without 
borrowing  a  dollar  or  selling  a  single  security.  This  in  itself  attests  to  the  skill- 
ful management  and  sound  investment  policy  of  our  Company  in  securities  that 
can  be  held  for  maturity  values.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

Since  we  last  met,  the  1933  session  of  the  General  Assembly  was  held,  and 
as  is  well  known  there  is  now  in  progress  a  special  session  that  convened  No- 
vember 13th  and  is  scheduled  to  adjourn  December  21st.  The  greatest  hin- 
drance to  a  highly  successful  Assembly  last  January  was  the  activity  of  three 
groups  in  the  Legislature,  all  working  from  different  viewpoints.  However,  your 
directions  in  legislative  matters  given  at  Williamsport  a  year  ago  were  carried 
out  as  appears  in  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Agent  given  elsewhere. 

The  general  condition  of  agriculture  is  only  slightly  different  from  that  of 
a  year  ago.  Farm  commodity  prices  have  changed  but  little;  values  of  farm 
properties  have  not  increased,  nor  have  the  prices  of  things  the  farmer  buys 
favored  him.  Prices  of  feed,  fertilizer,  machinery,  and  practically  all  his  other 
needs  have  not  changed  commensurate  with  his  ability  to  pay.  Unfortunately 
for  us  artificial  price  boosting  of  commodities  affects  the  farmer  adversely,  and 
in  these  days  of  codes  there  is  none  that  insures  to  the  farmers  the  same  fair 
profit  that  is  enjoyed  in  industry.  Even  now  the  Food  Codes  have  been  ap- 
proved, which  have  been  transferred  from  the  Farm  Administration.  The  N.R.A. 
has  knocked  out  the  demands  of  the  farm  officials  for  full  supervision  of  the 
code  authority,  constant  access  to  all  books,  and  establishment  of  the  new  pure 
food  standards.     Again  the  farmer  suffers  defeat. 

We  are  convinced  more  than  ever  that  farm  relief  is  not  a  piece  of  legis- 
lation, nor  is  it  class  privilege  as  is  frequently  stated  by  the  Grange.  Quoting 
from  a  former  report,  'It  is  rather  the  giving  to  the  farmer  an  equal  oppor- 
tunity before  the  law."  Agriculture  cannot  become  profitable  until  the  farmer 
is  given  this  opportunity.  The  difficulties  in  the  way  are,  first,  business  is  un- 
willing to  assume  its  just  share  of  taxation  and  has  constantly  shifted  part  of  that 
burden  to  agriculture.  The  report  of  our  Special  Tax  Committee,  December, 
1930,  showed  that  "in  proportion  to  income.  Agriculture  should  carry  about 
^25,000,000  of  our  tax  burden,  but  now  carries  over  ^36,000,000."  A  reduction 
of  the  farm  tax  burden  by  one-third,  or  a  shifting  of  one-third  of  this  burden 
to  other  sources  of  income,  would  place  agriculture  on  a  par  with  other  incomes, 
so  far  as  taxes  are  concerned. 

Second,  the  farm  leaders  cannot  get  together  to  iron  out  their  difficulties 
and  get  together  on  a  plan  that  is  comprehensive  and  practical.  Without  a 
doubt,  this  would  go  a  long  way  in  getting  results.  And  with  a  possibility  of 
cooperation  of  other  groups,  whose  objects  are  largely  similar  to  ours,  the  possi- 
bility of  a  united  body  of  more  than  a  half  a  million  strength  is  not  remote. 

Tax  Rbi.ief 

We  recognize  in  the  A.A.A.,  N.R.A.,  and  the  other  projects  of  the  Federal 
Government  of  similar  intent,  an  honest  effort  on  the  part  of  the  President  to 
lift  the  depression  that  hangs  so  heavily  over  the  nation  and  pledge  our  support 
to  the  accomplishment  of  their  aim  and  purpose,  but  we  cannot  fail  to  recognize 
that  they  do  not  remedy  the  fundamental  causes  of  our  distress. 

We  call  attention  to  three  things  which  have  been  and  are  causing  so  much 
of  our  distress.  First,  our  dollar  is  not  an  honest  measure  of  values  as  they 
exist  today.  For  many  years  the  dollar  has  been  increasing  in  value,  with  the 
result  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  for  farmers  to  meet  their  obligations  when 
they  are  compelled  to  give  up  so  much  of  their  commodities  to  get  a  dollar. 
The  cry  of  inflation  is  made  when  any  effort  is  made  to  bring  the  dollar  down 
to  one  hundred  cents,  as  measured  by  the  average  price  of  our  leading  com- 
modities. It  is  inflation  when  you  take  a  dollar  worth  one  hundred  cents  and 
reduce  it  to  ninety  cents;  but  when  you  take  a  dollar  worth  one  hundred  sixty 
cents  and  bring  it  down  to  one  hundred  cents,  that  is  not  inflation,  it  is  justice. 
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Second  our  TanfF  system  was  intended  to  give  protection  to  American 
standards  of  hvmg,  but  «  has  been  juggled  in  later  years  so  that  it  has  made 
Aousands  of  milhonaires  and  impoverished  millions  of  our  farmers  and  laborers 
1  he  farmer  has  not  only  had  to  meet  the  competition  of  European  labor  but 
has  had  to  compete  with  the  virgin  fields  of  all  the  world  and  the  living  stand- 
ards  of  the  lowest  peoples  who  raise  food.  If  industry  is  to  be  protected  by  an

Third,  real  estate  is  still  carrying  the  heavy  burden  of  taxation.  Our  law- 
makers do  not  seem  to  realize  that  conditions  have  changed  and  that  long  ago 
we  should  have  shifted  a  large  amount  of  the  cost  of  government  to  such  taxes 
as  Incomes,  Excess  Profits  and  Inheritances.  These  taxes  should  be  graduated 
so  that  those  best  able  to  pay  would  carry  the  large  load.  We  are  convinced  that 
until  these  matters  are  equitably  adjusted  the  dark  cloud  of  depression  will  still 
blot  out  the  sunlight  of  prosperity  and  happiness  for  which  the  nation  waits. 

The  Tax  Problem 
The  solution  of  this  problem  is  no  nearer  today  than  a  year  ago      Then 
there  was  great  activity  and  opposition  to  high  taxes;  now  all  is  quiet.     The  spas- 
modic uprising  and  growth  of  protesting  groups  against  governmental  costs  are 
fading  as  fast  as  they  came  and  the  tax  problem  is  still  with  us.     We  must,  con- 
tinue to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  burden  of  farm  taxes  is  almost  entirely  for 
county    school  and   road  purposes  and  it  should  be  clear  that  any   relief   must 
come  from  the  State      The  State  alone  has  the  power  to  tax  incomes  from  which 
relief  must  eventually   come.      Therefore,   your   Committee   reaffirms   its   former 
position  m  favor  of  a  graduated  income  tax,  and  recommends  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  this  body  House  Bill  No.   118,  by  Mr.  Sterling,  of  the  present 
Special  Session,  that  would  impose  a  graduated  income  tax  for  school  purposes 
on  residents  of  Pennsylvania  and  on  the  income  of  non-residents  derived  from 
property  or  business  in  Pennsylvania.     This  tax   would  be  imposed   upon  every 
resident  of  the  State,  levied    collected  and  paid  annually  upon  and  with  respect 
to  his  entire  nee  income  as  fol  ows:    one  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  net  income 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  two  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  net  income  in 
excess  of  ten  thousand  but  not  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  three  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  net  income  in  excess  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.     A  similar  tax 
to  be  collected  on  the  entire  net  income  from  all  property  owned  and  from  every 
business,  trade,  profession  or  occupation  carried  on  in  this  State  by  natural  per- 
son,  not  residents  of  the  State.     We  would  further   recommend  that  this  State 
Grange  renew  its  former  policy  to  favor  some  form  of  flat  income  tax  law  until 
a  graduated  income  tax    aw  is  enacted.     To  the  end  that  our  objects  may  be  at- 
tained m  the   least  possible   time,   we  favor   cooperation  with   other   groups  and 
forces  seeking  similar  objectives  as  ours,  so  that  finally  the  taxes  on  homes  and 
rarms  may  be  reduced. 

GENERAL   ORDER   NO.    29    OF   THE   PUBLIC    SERVICE    COMMISSION 

Since  we  met  a  year  ago  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  enforced  quite 
generally  Order  No.  29  which  attempts  to  bring  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commission  all  those  who  are  engaged  in  hauling  persons  or  property  for  hire, 
and  the  only  exception  to  such  General  Order  recognized  by  the  Commission 
IS  in  cases  of  a  farmer  hauling  produce  for  not  more  than  three  others.  In  a 
conference  with  Hon.  Clyde  King,  former  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  and 
several  other  members  of  the  Commission,  on  February  20,  1933,  Chairman  King 
acquiesced  in  the  publication  of  the  following  construction  of  the  law  and  of 
Uencral  Order  No.  29. 
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1.  That  a  common  carrier  is  one  that  holds  itself  out  as  ready  to  engage  in 
the   transportation  of  goods  for  hire  as  a  public  employment. 

2.  That  a  private  carrier  is  one  who,  without  being  engaged  in  the  business 
of  carrying  as  a  public  employment,  undertakes  to  deliver  goods  in  a 
particular  case  for  hire  or  reward.  He  may  carry  or  not,  as  he  deems 
best.  He  is  but  a  private  individual  and  is  vested  like  all  other  private 
persons  with  a  right  to  make  his  own  contracts. 

3.  That  a  farmer  who,  for  example,  hauls  milk  for  certain  other  farmers, 
whether  three  or  more,  to  a  milk  plant,  receiving  therefor  an  exchange 
of  similar  services  or  some  other  compensation,  is  not  a  common  carrier 
but  is  a  private  contractor  not  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission. 

4.  That,  in  general,  the  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle,  who  under  contract  or 
agreement  performs  certain  services  of  hauling  for  his  neighbors  with- 
out  any  holding  out  on  his  part  to  the  public  as  being  engaged  in  the 
business  of  the  carriage  of  passengers  or  goods  and  without  any  under- 
taking by  him  to  transport  it,  group  or  party  service,  all  persons  or 
property  indifferent  as  asked  of  him,  is  a  private  carrier  not  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  Commission  errs  in  its  definition  of  "com- 
mon carrier,"  and  it  is  our  belief  that  the  thought  behind  General  Order  No.  29 
is  to  aid  the  railroads  by  placing  under/ the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  all 
kinds  of  competition  to  the  railroad.  It  was  never  intended  that  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission  should  have  the  jurisdiction  to  create  monopolies  over  the  public 
roads  in  any  manner  that  would  operate  to  the  inconvenience  of  everybody. 
The  public  roads  are  for  the  convenience  of  the  people  and  the  unreasonable 
regulations  of  Order  No.  29  cannot  be  tolerated.  Therefore  your  committee 
recommends  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  cooperating  with 
the  Legislative  Committee,  be  authorized  to  institute  proceedings  in  the  courts,  if 
necessary,  to  compel  the  Public  Service  to  cease  in  its  enforcement  of  Order 
No.  29,  on  the  grounds  that  the  carriers  involved  are  not  "common  carriers" 
and  that  the  Order   is  against  public  policy. 

Temperance 

We  reiterate  our  statement  of  a  year  ago,  "Since  its  very  inception  this 
Grange  has  steadfastly  adhered  to  the  principle  of  temperance  promotion."  We 
would  refuse  now  to  be  swept  away  with  any  flood  of  subterfuge  on  the  part  of 
those  who  would  have  us  believe  that  the  legalization  of  spirituous  liquors  would 
re-establish  the  prosperity  of  the  Nation.  We  then  declared  "that  if  changes 
must  be  made  in  the  prohibition  laws  of  this  state  and  Nation  then  we  shall  con- 
cur only  to  the  extent  that  these  changes  shall  stimulate  greater  temperance." 
We  demand  now  as  we  did  then  such  regulatory  measures  as  will  prohibit  and 
prevent  the  opportunity  of  making  one  cent  of  private  profit  in  the  sale  of  liquors 
be  provided.  Contrary  to  the  publicity  given  to  increase  revenue  to  agriculture 
by  reason  of  the  return  of  liquor,  it  is  not  a  fact  that  the  farmers'  revenue  will 
increase.  The  farmer  has  always  been  opposed  to  the  liquor  traffic  not  only  for 
social  and  moral  reasons  but  on  economic  grounds  as  well.  If  we  analyze  the 
trifling  amount  of  grain  used  in  the  manufacture  of  liquor  or  rather  the  large 
amount  of  intoxicants  that  can  be  produced  from  a  small  amount  of  farm  prod- 
ucts, we  readily  see  how  it  is  profitable  for  a  farmer  to  produce  milk,  meat  and 
a  great  many  other  farm  products  from  which  he  receives  a  substantial  return 
for  the  use  of  grains  that  enter  into  the  production  of  such  products.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  receives  only  a  small  amount  for  the  grain  that  goes  into  the 
manufacture  of  beer  or  whiskey.     It  is,  accordingly,  seen  that  the  thinking  farmer 
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is  not  interested  in  the  liquor  traffic  when  viewed  from  an  economic  standpoint.. 
Financially,  he  gets  nothing  out  of  it,  regardless  of  any  opposition  he  may  have 
based  on  moral  and  social  grounds.  The  Grange  has  repeatedly  gone  on  record 
opposed  to  the  old-time  saloon  and  we  recommend  continued  opposition  to  it. 
Throughout  this  special  session  your  committee  has  favored  the  best  possible 
measure  of  control  of  the  liquor  business,  which,  we  believe,  however,  cannot  be 
controlled.  We  favor  and  recommend  that  every  effort  be  made  to  have  rein- 
stated in  our  textbook  the  teaching  of  the  effects  of  alcohol  upon  the  human 
body  and  that  the  same  constitute  a  part  of  daily  instruction  in  our  schools.  We 
would  support  the  position  of  the  National  Grange  for  a  nation-wide  campaign 
of  education  on  the  evils  of  drink,  and  also  oppose  liquor  advertisements  in  news- 
papers, periodicals,  billboards  or  over  the  radio. 


Economy 

For  some  reasons  unknown  to  us,  the  cry  for  economy  in  the  administration 
of  public  affairs  has  ceased.  Campaigns  of  "buy  now,"  "pay  later,"  etc.,  can- 
not give  us  permanent  business  activity.  Thrift  must  ever  go  hand  in  hand  with 
economy  and  we  believe  now  more  than  ever  in  the  reduction  of  all  excessive 
salaries  and  would  recommend  for  your  adoption  a  graduated  reduction  in  sala- 
ries of  all  State  officers  and  employees  and  of  all  county  and  municipal  officers 
and  employees  whose  salaries  have  been  fixed  by  Acts  of  Assembly.  The  gradu- 
ated basis  to  be  as  follows,  107c  of  salaries  under  $2000  per  annum;  15%  of 
salaries  ranging  from  $2000  to  $4000;  257c  of  salaries  from  $4000  \o  $6000, 
and  33   1/3 7r  reduction  of  salaries  in  excess  of  $6000. 

Highways 

The  State  Grange  has  repeatedly  declared  that  monies  received  from  motor 
license  and  gasoline  tax  must  not  be  diverted  to  any  other  use  but  for  the  main- 
tenance, improvement  and  construction  of  our  highways.  The  constant  demand 
for  such  diversion  of  funds  to  other  purposes  compels  us  to  recommend  that  the 
Grange  be  constantly  alert  and  oppose  any  movement  that  would  use  money  from 
this  fund  for  any  other  purpose  but  those  described  above. 

The  greatest  menace  to  life  and  property  on  our  highways  are  the  trucks 
and  buses.  Height  limitations  on  trucks  and  buses  vary  from  twelve  to  fourteen 
and  one  half  feet,  length  limits  vary  from  30  to  85  feet  and  weight  from  10  to  25 
tons.  There  is  need  for  uniformity  in  both  truck  and  bus  regulations  and  we 
would  demand  smaller,  lighter  and  slower-moving  trucks.  The  present  maximum 
truck  length  of  45  feet  is  nothing  short  of  a  freight  car  on  a  public  highway. 
Highways  were  never  constructed  to  move  the  weights  of  trucks  now  allowed  and 
the  13-ton  limit  means  an  expensive  type  of  highway  not  demanded  by  the 
majority  of  traffic.  We  recommend  cooperation  with  other  agencies  to  secure 
legislation  that  will  give  us  smaller  and  lighter  trucks  with  slower  speed.

Whereas  the  cost  of  government  has  increased  beyond  the  ability  of  the  in- 
come of  the  people  to  pay  the  taxes. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved  that  Centre  County  Pomona  Grange  recommend 
reduction  of  Township,  County,  State,  and  National  Government  costs  to  com- 
pare with  the  cost  of  Government  as  indicated  by  Government  cost  of    1913. 

Approved  in  Principle. 

Action  sustained. 

Bond  Issues 

In  as  much  as  all  State  and  County  Bond  issues  are  a  mortgage  on  real  es- 
tate of  bonded  districts. 

Be  it  resolved  that  Centre  County  Pomona  Grange  oppose  any  more  bond 
issues  unless  they  are  of  a  self  liquidating  nature. 

Approved  by  Committee. 

Action  sustained. 

Perpetual  Franchises 

Whereas,  the  granting  of  perpetual  franchises  in  the  state  has  abolished  the 
right  of  collective  bargaining  relative  to  rates. 

Be  it  resolved  that  Centre  County  Pomona  Grange  favor  legislation  to  abol- 
ish perpetual  franchises  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and  Municipalities  be  grant- 
ed the  privilege  to  build,  maintain,  and  operate  their  own  utilities  singly  or  col- 
lectively.

Reduction  of  Salaries 

In  view  of  the  condition  of  the  country  and  the  ability  of  the  consuming 
public  to  buy,  we  think  that  the  salaries  of  the  officers  of  manufacturing,  trans- 
portation and  utilities  companies  and  corporations  are  too  high  compared  to  the 
pay  of  the  consumer: 

Whereas  it  is  the  consuming  public  that  has  these  salaries  to  pay,  and  as 
their  buying  power  is  so  low  that  they  cannot  meet  the  demand,  be  it

Therefore,   Be  it   Resolved,   That   we   hereby   request   that   the   Department  of 
Welfare  be   requested  to  work  out  some   plan  whereby  farmers   of   Pennsylvania 
may   again  have  an  opportunity  to  supply  our   State   Institutions  with   products 
from  our  farms.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  BY-LAWS 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  after  careful  deliberation 
and  conferences  with  the  leaders  of  the  State  Grange,  has  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  under  prevailing  conditions  certain  amendments  regarding  fees  and 
dues  should  be  made. 

Our  first  recommendation  is  that  the  initiation  fee  for  adult  men  should  be 
reduced  from  three  dollars  to  one  dollar  and  a  half.  While  this  would  be  cut- 
ting the  entrance  fee  for  men  in  half,  we  believe  that  it  would  result  in  increas- 
ing our  revenues  as  well  as  our  membership,  particularly  so  since  the  dues  of 
members  in  the  Subordinate  Grange  would  remain  unchanged. 

In  order  to  give  the  State  Grange  more  adequate  funds  for  extension  and 
deputy  work,  we  recommend  that  the  quarterly  dues  paid  by  the  State  Grange  to 
Pomona  Granges  be  reduced  from  four  and  one-half  to  three  and  one-half  cents 
per  member. 

The  money  thus  accruing  to  the  State  Grange  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate 
fund,  to  be  used  exclusively  for  deputy  and  extension  work. 

It  is  our  thought  that  these  proposed  changes  should  be  tried  out  during  an 
experimental  period  of  two  years.  However,  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  nor 
proper  that  this  restriction  regarding  time  should  be  incorporated  in  the  By-laws, 
because  these  can  be  changea  or  amended  at  any  session  of  the  State  Grange  at 
the  will  of  the  delegates. 

To  put  these  proposed  changes  into  effect,  we  recommend  that  Article  II 
Section  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  Grange  which  reads  as  follows,  'The 
minimum  fee  for  conferring  four  degrees  on  males  in  this  Grange  shall  be  three 
dollars,  for  females  shall  be  one  dollar,  provided  that  the  minimum  fee  for 
minors  for  males  shall  be  one  dollar  and  for  females  fifty  cents.  The  money 
in  all  cases  to  accompany  the  application,"  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  tol  ows, 
"The  minimum  fee  for  conferring  four  degrees  on  adults  in  this  Grange  shall  be 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  men  and  one  dollar  for  women,  providing  that  for 
minors  the  minimum  fee  shall  be  one  dollar  for  boys  and  fifty  cents  for  girls. 
The  money  in  all  cases  to  accompany  the  application." 

The  Committee  further  recommends  that  Article  VII,  Sec.  6,  which  reads 
in  pare  as  follows:  'The  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  report 
quarterly  and  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
for  men  and  fifty  cents  for  women  for  each  quarter,  also  a  quarterly  dues  of  six- 
teen and  one-half  cents  for  each  member,  of  which  ^,Qur  and  one-half  cents  tor 
each  member  shall  be  sent  by  the  State  Grange  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pomona 
Grange  with  which  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  affiliated,  which  quarterly  sum  ot 
four  and  one-half  cents  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  minimum  dues  of   said   member 
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in  Pomona  Grange"  be  amended  in  the  following  manner:  *'The  Secretary  of 
each  Subordinate  Grange  shall  report  quarterly  and  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Grange  one-half  of  all  initiation  fees  received  during  that  quarter;  also,  a 
quarterly  dues  of  sixteen  and  one-half  cents  for  each  member,  of  which  three 
and  one-half  cents  for  each  member  shall  be  sent  by  the  State  Grange  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Pomona  Grange  with  which  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  affi- 
liated, which  quarterly  sum  of  three  and  one-half  cents  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the 
minimum  dues  of  said  member  in  Pomona   Grange."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

The  members  of  the  Committee  on  Dairy  Interests  recognize  the  fact  that  a 
great  percentage  of  our  Grange  members  are  dependent  on  the  income  of  the 
Dairy  Business  for  a  livelihood.  We  note  a  slight  improvement  in  prices  re- 
ceived by  dairy  farmers,  but  still  believe  that  the  producer  does  not  receive  a 
fair  share  of  the  retail  price.  In  line  with  this  increase  in  price,  cost  of  produc- 
tion has  also  increased  so  that  the  Organized  Dairyman  has  a  perfect  right  to 
demand  a  higher  price  for  his  products..  We  need  the  Grange  and  dairy  organi- 
zations to  demand  and  promote  a  greater  efficiency  in  the  distribution  of  milk 
to  the  end  that  the  spread  between  prices  paid  by  consumers  and  those  received 
by  producers  may  be  maintained  at  the  lowest  point  consistent  with  performance 
of  satisfactory  services  and  the  proper  safeguarding  of  quality. 

This  work  has  been  most  successful  in  sections  where  the  Federal  Milk  Code 
is  in  operation  and  both  the  distributors  and  the  producers  have  cooperated  in 
carrying  out  th  provisions  of  said  code. 

While  there  is  a  great  underconsumption  of  dairy  products,  we  must  also 
control  production  to  stabilize  the  various  markets. 

The  present  would  seem  to  be  the  logical  time  to  increase  the  Federal  appro- 
priation for  eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis.  We  have  a  surplus  of  dairy 
products  and  to  dispose  of  cattle  that  are  infected  with  T-B  would  reduce  surplus 
and  would  improve  the  price  situation.  We  therefore  endorse  the  recommenda- 
tion made  by  the  recent  session  of  the  National  Grange  calling  for  increased 
appropriations  in  this  connction. 

It  is  naturally  disturbing  to  the  dairy  industry  to  hear  that  during  the  first 
nine  months  of  1933  the  sales  of  oleomargarine  of  this  country  were  greater  by 
thirty-three  million  pounds  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1932.  On 
top  of  this,  the  quantity  of  butter  in  storage  as  of  October  1st  was  fifty-seven 
million  pounds  in  excess  of  the  five  year  average  for  that  date. 

Ic  is  manifestly  both  economically  unsound  and  unjust  to  ask  our  dairy 
farmers  to  reduce  production  while  permitting  the  free  and  unlimited  importa- 
tion of  cocoanut  oil  and  other  foreign  oils  and  fats  which  come  into  competition 
with  the  products  of  the  dairy  industry  of  the  country.  If  there  is  no  other  way 
of  controlling  the  situation  with  reference  to  imports  for  the  time  being,  we 
recommend  the  levying  of  an  internal  revenue  tax  to  be  paid  by  the  first  domes- 
tic processor  of  foreign  oils  and  fats.  This  tax  should  be  graduated  as  to  equalize 
the  cost  of  production  between  cocoanut  oil  and  genuine  dairy  products. 
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We  regret  to  say  that  there  are  some  farmers,  who,  because  they  are  in  finan- 
cial distress,  consider  it  economy  to  sell  their  dairy  products  and  buy  oleomar- 
garine for  their  own  use.  It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  in  this  connection  that  it 
is  necessary  to  eat  twenty-five  pounds  of  oleomargarine  to  secure  the  same  vita- 
min content  which  is  contained  in  one  pound  of  butter. 

Some  years  ago  the  farmers  of  Denmark,  one  of  the  important  dairy  coun- 
tries of  the  world,  tried  to  economize  by  selling  their  butter  and  buying  oleonlar- 
garine.  In  a  short  period  of  time  their  children  showed  a  tendency  to  becomie 
rickety,  besides  developing  defective  sight  and  other  bodily  infirmities.  Doctors 
diagnosing  these  ailments  made  the  announcement  that  the  children  were  suffer- 
ing bcause  of  a  lack  of  the  vitamins  contained  in  butter..  That  put  an  end  to 
the  Danish  experiment  with  oleomargarine.  Our  own  farmers  and  the  consuming 
public  generally  should  profit  by  this  lesson.  With  a  superabundance  of  genuine 
dairy  products  available  at  low  prices,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  a  single 
pound  of   oleomargarine  should   be  manufactured  or  consumed  in  this  country.

Whereas,  the  status  of  agriculture  reflects  the  social,  and  moral  condition  of 
a  nation,  and; 

Whereas,  innumerable  efforts  have  been  made  to  stabilize  industry  and  re- 
store confidence  at  no  insignificant  cost,  and; 

Whereas,  in  its  final  analysis  agriculture  will,  unquestionably  be  required  to 
absorb  no  small  number  of  the  army  of  unemployed,  and; 

Whereas,  agriculture  has  been  unjustly  discriminated  against  by  unjust  taxa- 
tion,  unfair  competition,  and  a  general  disregard,  which  explains  most  of  our 
present   general  condition,  and; 

Whereas,  if  given  a  fair  chance  any  able  bodied,  willing-to-work  person 
should  and  will  be  able  to  make  an  honest  living  without  becoming  a  public 
charge,  and; 

Whereas,  the  health  of  the  people  of  a  nation  is  its  greatest  asset,  and; 
Whereas,  among  other  non-essentials,   not  to  say  evils,  the  sale  and  use  of 
oleomargarine,  which  at  best  is  only  a  camouflage  and  an  unfair  competitor  for 
and  to  agriculture,  throwing  countfess  numbers  of  people  out  of  work,  and  enor- 
mously benefiting  only  a  few,  and; 

Whereas,  if  the  sale  and  use  of  oleomargarine  were  prohibited  the  health 
of  a  class  of  people  that  need  it  most  would  be  improved;  an  industry  that  al- 
ways has  been  and  always  will  be  the  backbone  of  this  nation,  agriculture,  would 
be  stabilized,   confidence,   and  that  at  a  very   insignificant  cost. 

Therefore,  be  it:  Resolved  that  we,  the  members  of  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  in  assembly  met  the  aforesaid  dates,  do  hereby  petition  you,  our  rcprc- 
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sentatives,  to  take  such  action,  emergency  if  necessary,  as  will  be  required  to 
eliminate  the  sale  and  use  of  oleomargarine  as  a  substitute  for  the  product  of 
our  foster  mother,  the  dairy  cow,  and  we  hereby  pray  for  this  prompt  relief  be- 
fore other  and  more  serious  complications  develop.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

The  importance  of  Agriculture  as  a  basic  industry  has  at  least  received  its 
just  recognition.  Industry  and  business  organizations  of  all  kinds  are  looking 
to  the  restoration  of  agriculture  as  a  means  by  which  the  depression  may  be  re- 
lieved and  prosperity  restored. 

We  know  that  the  first  step  in  any  recovery  program  is  to  restore  the  pur- 
chasing  power  of  'the  American  farmer.  An  important  step  is  to  increase  the 
farm  products  in  proportion  to  the  price  paid  for  commodities  the  farmer  buys. 
In  normal  times  the  farmer  purchases  thirty  per  cent  of  the  manufactured  goods 
of  the  country.  In  recent  years  this  purchasing  power  has  been  nearly  destroyed, 
because  its  entire  income  is  needed  to  pay  high  taxes,  interest  on  the  mortgage, 
and  thus  creating  an  efficiency  to  the  extent  that  one-tenth  of  our  fartners  have 
gone  into  bankruptcy  in  the  last  four  years.  From  a  price  standpoint,  1932 
has  been  the  most  disastrous  year  in  the  American  Agriculture;  with  an  income 
of  $5,000,000,000  present  statistics  show  that  there  has  been  an  increased  income 
of  a  billion  dollars  this  year.  However,  the  income  for  the  American  farmer 
must  be  not  less  than  $12,000,000,000,  thus  enabling  the  farmer  to  pay  his  debts, 
interest  on  the  mortgage,  and  restore  his  purchasing  power..

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POMONA  GRANGES 

Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  this  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Your  committee  makes  these  few  recommendations,  believing  that  they  will 
be  of  service  to  the  various  Pomona  Granges  in  just  such  proportion  as  they 
are  put  in  practice. 

First.  We  believe  that  there  has  developed  recently  a  desire  for  a  more 
serious  consideration  of  the  problems  of  interest  affecting  the  Farmer.  There- 
fore, we  recommend  that  Pomona  Lecturers  eliminate  some  of  the  light  part 
of  their  programs  and  substitute  with  topics  of  a  more  vital  interest  to  the 
Farmer. 

Second.  We  recommend  that  Pomona  Grange  exercise  a  closer  supervision 
and  check  up  over  Subordinate  Granges  by  a  delegate  visitation  to  each  Subor- 
dinate Grange  at  least  once  every  quarter. 

Third.  We  recommend  that  each  Pomona  Grange  make  a  thorough  survey 
of  their  respective  territory  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  order  by  oganizing 
new  Granges  and  reviving  dormant  ones  to  the  end  that  there  be  no  community 
without  Grange  influence. 

Fourth.  We  recommend  that  Pomona  Masters  and  Grange  deputies  be 
compensated,  so  far  as  possible  to  do  so  by  their  Pomona  when  doing  deputy 
and  extension  work. 

Fifth.  We  recommend  that  Pomona  Granges  sponsor  more  Grange  pub- 
licity in  local  papers  and  the  Grange  News. 

Sixth.  And  further  suggest  that  Grangers  make  more  use  of  the  advertising 
facilities  of  the  Grange  News. 

Seventh.  We  recommend  a  more  cooperative  support  from  the  Pomonas 
to  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange. 

Eight.  We  not  only  recommend  but  urge  a  closer  observance  of  the  Ritua- 
listic work  of  the  Grange  in  all  of  our  Grange  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  RURAL  ELECTRICATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Rural  Electrification  program  experienced  much  the  same  difficulties 
during  the  past  year  that  have  confronted  every  industry.  The  general  provi- 
sions of  the  plan  have  been  carried  out  as  in  past  years.  There  are  now  approxi- 
mately $25,000,000  invested  in  rural  lines,  furnishing  service  to  about  175,000 
rural  customers,  of  which  about  45,000  are  farmers. 

The  following  are  the  more  important  points  which  your  Committee  feels 
should  be  presented  to  you  for   action: 

A.  Resolved  that  the  present  policy  which  results  in  continuing  high  mini- 
mums  indefinitely  on  many  rural  electric  lines  be  modified  so  that  after  an  ex- 
tension has  been  in  service  three  years  as  a  development  period  the  minimum 
be  reduced  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $3.00  per  month  per  customer. 

B.  That  we  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  provisions  in  General  Order 
No.  28  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  requiring  the  electric  company  to 
bear  the  expense  of  extending  their  lines,  thus  leaving  the  applicants  free  to 
use  their  money  for  wiring  and  equipping  their  properties. 

C.  That  we  call  upon  local,  state  and  national  agencies  in  formulating 
and  carrying  out  policies  dealing  with  electric  service  to  recognize  there  is  a 
mutual  interdependence  between  the  farmer  and  the  townsman,  so  that  the  pre- 
sent day  electric  service  area  unit  must  include  the  city,  town  and  country  in 
order  to  best  serve  the  public  interest  socially  and  economically.  Therefore,  we 
are  opposed  to  any  measures  under  which  the  town  or  city  would  be  taken  out 
of  this  electric  service  area  unit,  thus  leaving  the  country  district  by  itself  and 
placing  the  rural  people  in  a  position  where  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure 
the  extension  and  maintenance  of  electric  service  on  a  favorable  basis.  We  com- 
mend the  present  policy  of  uniform  rates  in  the  town  and  country  for  the  same 
class  of  service. 

D.  In  order  for  rural  people  to  get  the  most  out  of  their  electric  service  it 
is  important  that  they  know  the  rates  available,  the  uses  to  which  electricity  may 
be  put,  its  cost  and  the  results  to  be  expected.  In  most  parts  of  Pennsylvania 
rates  are  offered  under  which  it  is  economical  to  use  electricity  in  the  form  of 
light,  heat  or  power,  for  a  great  many  applications  about  the  farm  or  home. 
There  are  a  number  of  sources  from  which  information  may  be  secured.  The 
electric  companies  maintain  field  representatives  who  are  available  to  meet  with 
individuals  or  groups  and  furnish  information  upon  the  extension,  rates  and  uses. 
Through  the  Pennsylvania  Joint  Committee  on  Rural  Electrification,  707  Tele- 
graph Building,  Harrisburg,  Penna.,  any  individual  or  group  may  call  on  John 
M.  McKee  for  assistance  on  any  rural  electrification  question.  The  representa- 
tives of  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  can  furnish 
much  information  on  uses.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Grangers  take  the  lead 
in  arranging  for  meetings  where  representatives  of  any  of  these  agencies  may  be 
invited  to  discuss  rural  electrification  problems. 
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E.  It  is  recommended  that  the  State  Grange  continue  its  representation 
on  the  Joint  Committee  and  support  the  work  of  that  Committee  as  in  the  past 
year.

PUBLIC  OWNERSHIP  OF  UTILITIES 

Whereas,  in  the  recent  elections  many  municipahties  in  America  voted  on 
the  question  of  public  ownership  of  public  utilities — largely  because  the  Ameri- 
can people  have  come  to  realize  that  public  owned  and  operated  electric  and 
water  systems  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  have  rendered  great  service  at 
much  lower  cost  to  consumers  than  have  privately  owned  systems,  and 

Whereas,  in  some  instances  local  taxes  have  been  abolished  on  account  of 
the  returns  from  public  owned  systems,  even  on  the  lower  cost  basis,  being  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  expense  of  local  government,  and 

Whereas,  privately  owned  public  utilities  have  not  only  overcharged  the 
consuming  public  to  pay  dividends  on  over-capitalization,  or  "watered  stock"  but 
have,  by  an  intricate,  involved  and  questionable  financial  system,  caused  the  in- 
vesting public  to  lose  millions  of  dollars  invested  in  said  utilities,  and 

Whereas,  some  of  the  perpetrators  of  this  collossal  swindle  are  fugitives  from 
justice  basking  in  the  protection  of  foreign  governments  and  can  not  be  extra- 
dited for  trial,  and 

Whereas,  governmental  regulation  of  public  utilities  by  commissions  created 
to  protect  the  consuming  and  investing  public  have  generally  failed  to  protect 
the  public  interests  and  are  largely  discredited,  and 

Whereas,  the  Federal  Trade  Commission's  investigations  have  revealed  and 
exposed  pernicious  propaganda  practices  purporting  to  perpetuate  predatory  pri- 
vately owned  plants  and  to  discredit  public  ownership  of  the  people's  rightful 
properties  and  services,  and 

Whereas,  this  propaganda  extended  its  viciousness  into  our  churches  and  in- 
stitutions of  learning,  even  into  the  text  books  of  our  public  schools,  to  say 
nothing  of  corrupting  public  officials  of  high  standing  in  both  political  parties. 
This  propaganda  has  now  revived  and  becoming  active  in  other  fields  in  order 
to  mold  public  opinion  against  public  ownership  of  utilities,  which  is  not  exclu- 
sively a  ^'socialistic"  principle,  and 

Whereas,  our  beloved  land  in  common  with  many  others  is  in  the  midst  of 
one  of  the  most  evolutionary  and  revolutionary  eras  in  history,  the  people  are 
striving  as  never  before  for  their  rights,  to  restrain  predatory  interests,  to  correct 
abuses  and  eradicate  economic  evils. 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  that  Salem  Grange  No.  954  go  on  record  as  vi^r- 
ously  condemning  the  powers  of  pillage  and  exploitation,  and  that  steps  be  taken 
to  disseminate  knowledge  to  the  Patrons  in  particular  and  the  public  in  general 
to  solve  this  paramount  public  problem,  with  the  aim  and  ultimate  purpose  of 
public  ownership  if  necessary  to  obtain  reduced  costs  of  such  service.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

To  the  OflFicers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  safety,  the  stability  and  the  high  moral  character  of  our  rural  communi- 
ties are  in  great  danger  when  the  educational  system  of  a  community,  a  town- 
ship, in  fact,  the  country  at  large,  does  not  reach  the  highest  levels.  The  Grange, 
standing  for  the  welfare  of  the  rural  people,  is  desirous  to  give  to  its  boys  and 
girls  the  very  best  in  education,  if  possible.  We  are  striving  to  keep  our  boys 
and  girls  on  the  farm  and  we  claim  that  there  is  no  better  means  than  by  giving 
them  a  rural  education.  Our  school  curriculum  of  today  taught  in  the  rural 
communities  creates  in  them  a  desire  to  flock  to  the  cities. 

This  Committee  recommends  that  this  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on 
demanding  a  system  of  education  that  not  only  plays  fancies  but  teaches  facts; 
a  Department  of  Education  that  does  not  act  as  a  dictator  but  that  gives  assis- 
tance and  instruction  to  its  workers;  a  Department  that  allows  the  election  of  a 
Board  of  Directors  who  are  not  tools  of  a  Department,  but  workers  and  care- 
takers in  their  respective  communities;  a  faculty  of  teachers  who  are  not  statis- 
tical reporters  but  the  imparters  of  knowledge;  a  teaching  body  that  will  not 
simply  prepare  our  boys  and  girls  to  receive  a  certain  number  of  certificates, 
but  that  will  educate  them  for  future  usefulness  and  prepare  them  to  become 
noble  and  well  qualified  citizens  in  this  great  Commonwealth. 

We  recommend  the  teaching  and  practice  of  economy  in  our  rural  schools. 
We  recommend  that  the  teaching  of  Agriculture,  Home  Economics  and  Music 
be  incorporated  in  the  rural  curriculum  to  a  larger  extent.  And  especially  do 
we  emphasize  that  education  should  impress  the  full  meaning  of  obedience  to 
the  laws  of  the  home,  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  laws  of  the  Nation. 

The  school  or  the  college  that  allows  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  its 
campus  and  about  its  buildings  is  far  from  displaying  the  necessary  moral  charac- 
ter and  much  less  the  respect  of  the  nation.  Such  schools  and  colleges  have 
strayed  from  their  noble  functions  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue  un- 
reprimanded,  but  should  be  corrected.  Therein  is  a  duty  where  the  Educational 
Department  should  manifest  itself;  and  it  does  not  mean  that  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  agrees  that  the  taking  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  out  of  the 
Constitution  is  the  end  of  the  struggle,  but  rather  that  control  of  the  poison  shall 
be  made  as  adequate  as  possible  until  the  people  of  this  nation  have  the  political 
machinery  by  which  to  completely  destroy  the  use  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage  among 
our  people.  We  recommend  that  the  teaching  of  the  effects  of  narcotics  and 
alcohol  upon  the  human  body  be  again  reinstated  in  the  textbooks  of  our  public 
schools  to  the  -end  that  every  protection  and  safeguard  be  thrown  around  our 
children.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  State 
Grange  take  steps  to  have  the  Department  of  Education  make  such  provision.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMITTEE 

In  these  days  of  economic  distress  we  are  want  to  look  to  many  sources  for 
relief.  Unfortunately  the  emphasis  among  our  populace  is  not  on  thrift  and 
economy,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  important  to  stress  the  value  of  conservation 
of  our  natural  resources.  In  these  matters  as  well  as  all  others  of  a  public 
nature,  the  State  Grange  has  always  had  an  abiding  interest.  Since  1917  we 
have  had  a  standing  Committee  on  Conservation  and  much  of  the  development 
in  Pennsylvania  forest  conditions  since  then  can  be  attributed  to  the  activities 
of  this   Committee. 

We  have  always  stressed  the  importance  of  the  development  of  the  great 
area  of  idle  forest  land  remaining  in  the  State  by  the  Commonwealth  and  we 
are  glad  to  know  that  since  1910  the  State  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters 
has  distributed  far  in  excess  of  40,000,000  trees  for  private  planting  in  rural 
Pennsylvania.  When  the  thousands  of  acres  of  idle  farm  land  have  been  made 
productive  by  the  planting  of  forest  trees  and  by  better  forest  care,  we  will  reap 
financial  profit  as  well  as  social  benefits. 

Aside  from  the  economic  and  financial  phase  of  the  conservation  problem 
there  are  other  equally  important  reasons  for  advancing  reforestation  of  idle 
lands.  The  most  important  is  the  protection  to  our  water  sheds  that  forests  af- 
ford. The  ruthless  destruction  of  our  native  forests  has  lowered  the  water  levels 
and  has  made  it  well  nigh  impossible  to  find  water  in  certain  sections.  As  a  re- 
sult of  such  destruction,  erosion  of  the  soil,  the  greatest  foe  to  successful  farm- 
ing, has  carried  much  of  our  fertility  into  the  ocean  and  impoverished  the  land. 
Engineers  and  authorities  are  practically  agreed  that  the  destructive  floods  along 
our  great  rivers  and  valleys  could  be  prevented  were  there  abundant  timber  growth 
to  hold  the  water  in  the  soil  so  that  its  release  would  be  gradual.  The  floods  in 
the  Mississippi  and  the  Missouri  valleys  in  recent  years  are  examples  of  these 
destructive  agencies  and  the  Federal  government  will  spend  billions  of  dollars  to 
correct  what  might  have  been  prevented  by  a  sane  policy  of  protection  of  our 

great  forests. 

In  these  days  of  economic  distress,  the  farmer  may  well  consider  the  farm 
woodlot  an  important  source  of  commercial  revenue.  Approximately  4,000,000 
acres  of  such  woodland  are  owned  by  farmers  of  Pennsylvania,  containing  over 
two-thirds  of  the  present  stand  of  timber.  This  has  become  an  important  source 
of  income  for  our  farmers.  Many  of  these  woodlots  and  forests  arfe  covered 
with  a  rank  growth  of  weed  trees  and  other  underbrush  of  no  particular  value. 
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To  improve  these  woodlots  should  be  the  objective  of  every  owner  and  it  is  only 
through  careful  management  that  success  can  come  to  the  owner. 

During  the  summer  just  past,  Pennsylvania  State  Forests  furnished  many 
work  projects  for  the  Emergency  Conservation  Work  Camps.  Within  the  1,647,- 
850  acres  of  these  forests  88  camps,  each  with  two  hundred  workers,  were  estab- 
lished. The  work  is  continuing  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Forests  and  Waters.  There  are  eighty-eight  superintendents,  thoroughly 
trained  foresters  and  experienced  woodsmen.  These  men  were  all  selected  be- 
cause of  their  qualifications  for  the  position  and  are  residents  of  the  State. 

Among  the  work  projects  are:  road  and  trail  construction,  improvement  cut- 
ting, elimination  of  fire  hazards,  boundary  line  survey,  telephone  line  construc- 
tion and  maintenance,  control  of  insect  attacks  and  fungi  investigations,  and 
the  development  and  improvement  of  recreational  acreas.  During  the  months 
of  July  and  August  the  forest  workers  in  the  camps  constructed  595  miles  of 
roads  and  trails,  protected  25,000  acres  of  forest  land  from  the  deadly  white 
pine  blister  rust,  removed  forest  fire  hazards  from  more  than  500  acres  and  im- 
proved and  thinned  626  acres. 

These  camps  have  afforded  an  opportunity  for  the  young  men  to  work  out  a 
living  at  least  and  saved  them  from  becoming  public  charges.  The  labor  they 
have  done  is  putting  our  forests  in  a  more  productive  condition  and  we  recom- 
mend continued  appropriations  by  the  Legislature  to  develop  our  forests  to  the 
end  that  their   conservation   will   finally   be  a   large  asset  to  the   Commonwealth.
